THE FALL OF THE nn OF PEPRO, 


Probability That the Aged Emperor Will 
Be the Last Monarch of Brazil. 

New York, Nov. 16.—[Speciat.]—Is it to be 
the fall of the house of Pedro? If so, it will 
not be the awful fall of pride from highest 
summits to lowest depths; if so, the kindliest 
of kitigiy houses will lay aside the crown on 
behalf of aRepublic which it has chiefly en- 
couraged and believed in. 

Few people realize that Brazil is, or was 
last “week, the only monarchy in America. 
Casting out the dependencies of foreign na- 
tions, like Canada and tne sea islands, there 
16 no other territory in the three Americas 
that is not governed under the forms of 
the Republic. And even these depend- 
encies are in the throes of change. 
Agitation disturbs the placiaest of surfaces. 
The tendency toward the people is felt every- 
where. Dom Pedro saw this tendency years 

U ago, and to his ever- 
err — lasting honor be it said 
ge y that he has steadily 
encouraged the popu- 
lar growth in the land 
which was given him 
to rule. He was a 
revolution personified. 
He fought the fight of 
our old abolitionists 
with the, weapons of 
an Emperor, and it 
was perhaps more than 
all else the act of his 
daughter in turning 
THE BRAZILIAN Lincoln for the mo- 
POLICEMAN. ment and signing the 
Emancipation Proclamation which turned 
events into the channel of revolution. A 
strange, grand figure for a monarch! Where 
can you look and find its parallel? A mon- 
arch ambitious in the arts and sciences, sim- 
ple, modern, progressive, absolutely un- 
touched by the corroding passions of intrigue 
and avarice. That is Dom Pedro’s piciure, 
and in the modern eye it looks as grand as 
Alexander's. 
DOM PEDRO’S FAMILY. 

And yet the proudest of blood is bumped in 
the veins of this most domestic of rulers. 
His is the meeting of mountain streams that 
might well bear another and different char- 
acter from that outlined above. He carries 
the blood of the Braganzas, the Bourbons, 
and the Hapsburgs. By marriage he is re- 
lated to the royai and imperial families of 
England, France, Russia, Spain, and Naples. 
Dom Pedro L, his tather, was a Braganza, 
his mother a Hapsburg and a sister-in-law 
to Napoleon I. His relatives are of every 
grade, from absolute ruler to constitutional 
monarch. It may be that his close connec- 
tion by marriage with the great Bonaparte 
emphasized the iessons of the latter’s failure 
and showed iu the close perspective the hol- 
lowness of ambitious triumphs. Whether 
so or not, the Emperor began life on the right 
road and he never left it. The environment 
of a constitution touched him lightly on 
every side. It never became a harness-—cer- 
tainly never a gyve. He lived well within 
it, loved it and obeyed it, expandiug upward, 
pot outward, and leading his people after 
him. | 

A revolutions began the reign of Dom Pe- 
dro’s father, Dom Pedro L, and ended that 
of his grandfather 
Dom John. The lat- 
ter, who had fled from 
Portugal when the 
dragons let loose by 
the French revolution 
threatened to swallow 
him upand who fora 
long time performed 
the novel act of ruling 
a mother country from 
one of its colonies, was 
fain to return home, 
leaving them popular, 
princely Dom Pedro at 
the head of affairs. The THE PADRE, 
public had had a taste ot freedom and thirsted 
for it. They liked Pedro better then they 
did John and far better than the last Pearo. 
Sept. 7, 1822, he proclaimed the independence 
of Brazil and Oct. 12 he was proclaimed Con- 
stituuonal peror amid great enthusiasm. 
Before the end of 1825 Portugal gave up the 
battle, but succeeded in saddting on Brazil as 
the price of freedom her debts. But the Em- 
peror’s reign Was destined to be neither wise 
nor happy. He gave himself up to 
Portuguese influence altogether too 
much to please the proud razil- 
ians. He tried the desperate pian of forming 
anew ministry favorable to absolutism, and 
when it failed he dissolved the ministry 


without naming another, tne

but it was finally decided tnat an Emperor 
of 14 ought to govern as well as a Princess of 
18, and so, after a noisy discussion, a bili 
was passed overlooking the age of the Em- 
peror and declaring him to be a “man 
growed.“ The majority ot the Emperor Dom 
Pedro II. was proclaimed the 23d of July, 
1840. And thus the full fledged Emperor 
began business as a boy, but by no means an 
incapable one. 
THE SLAVERY QUESTION. 

Slavery was the first great subject to 
claim the attention of the youthful Emperor. 
It was brought home to the country in an un- 
pleasant manner in 1849 by the appearance 
of yellow-fever on slave ships, the first that 
was known of it in the country. Public

opinion was aroused and declared against 
the traffic, and stringent laws were adopted, 
and thus began a movement which has never 
ceased looking to the final abolition of 
slavery in the land. Public works of vast 
magnitude were started, and public educa- 
uon was given a boom. Always a liberal 
spender he was not long in getting the coun- 
try into debt, and he has faithfully kept it 
so. ever since, but he has given it a quid pro 
quo that was well worth the money. Wars 
with Paraguay and other countries helped 
to swell the indebtedness. That with Para- 
guay was a specially heavy drain upon the 
resources of Brazil both in life and treasure. 

The Emperor married a sister of the King 
of Naples, a virtuous and good tempered 
woman, with whom he lived most happily. 
Both were beloved by their subjects, not 
only for their moral and intellectual strength, 
but because of their affectionate regard for 
the welfare of all under them. The Princess 
Isabelle was born to them in 1846, and ber 
son in 1875. They have no other surviving 
offspring. 

The war with Paraguay taught the Em- 
peror the Value of peace, and ever since he 
has been a stanch advocate of it. He had 
tremendous debts to pay, and be set about 
delivering his country from them with most 
enlightened energy. His triumphant journey 
to this country and Europe was taken in fur- 
therance of hi: designs. He was learning 
and investigating how to do it, and the re- 
sults of his journey were felt most markedly 
subsequent to his return. During the eight- 
een months of his travel the affairs of the 
country were administered by the Princess 
Isabelle as regent, and again, more recently, 
when ili-health called him abroad, she vir- 
tuaily occupied the throne. It was during 
this time that she signed a Dill passed by 
both houses declaring all slaves in the 
Empire free from date of the bill, Maren 
13, 1888. It is beheved that this 
act has greatly incensed the people of the 
upper classes and heiped to foment the pres- 
ent revolution, the Princess not being at all 
popular with the lower classes. The people 
feel that the reign of Dom Pedro II. is at an 
end anyway.

Effect of the Brazilian Troubles on 
Our Commerce with hat Country. 

New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.|—It was 
expected that the opening prices at the Col- 
fee Exchange this morning would show 
a phenomenal advance owing to the 
surprising news of the revolution in 
Brazil, from which country the United 
States receives about half its 
coffee and the toirte®tsixteenths 
of their India rubber. There was au unu- 
sually large attendance of brokers and con- 
siderable excitement, but the advance was 
not larger than that of the day before, 

Charles R. Flint, Treasurer of the New 
York Commercial company, which trades 
with the South American ports, when a re- 
porter met bim today, was preparing to take 
the train for Washington to confer 
with the Brazilan Minister and the 
Brazilian members of the International 
Congress in regard to the Brazil au revolu- 
tion. As to the effect upon commerce of 
an interruption of our trade with Brazil.“ 
said Mr. Flint, I have prepared a summa- 
rized statement which will give at a glance an 
idea of what the trude of the United States 
with Brazilis. Here it is: 

»The values of total importations from all 
sources into the United States are: Coffee, 
$69,500,000 ; rubber, 816 000.000; hides and skins, 
$24,000,000; sugar, $62,000,000; of which the United 
States imports from Brazil, coffee, $34,000,000: 
rubber, $12,000,000; sugar, $6,500,000; skins, $1,500, - 
000. 

“The supply of coffee is estimated at about 
two mocths’ supply, and of rubber from two to 
three weeks’ supply in store and on the way.”’

The active agitation of the present move- 
ment,“ said Mr. Ivins, “undoubtediy dates 
its beginning to the agitation for the aboli- 
tion of slavery, and is of long 
standing. But it did not assume a 
definite political shape until a couple 
of years ago. When the law of May 13, 1888, 
Was passed the work of abolition had al- 
ready been largely done by judicial process. 
It is estimated that thirty years ago 
there were no less than 8,000,000 
slaves in Brazil. The number of those 
emancipated by the law of 1888 
was not probably over 1,500,000, the rest hav- 
ing been emancipated virtually by the ju- 
dicial process in this way: When an owner 
claimed a fugitive slave he was compelled to 
prove that the man was born in slavery. In 
the absence of this proof the slave was 
declared to be free. This process was too 
slow. During recent years large numbers of 
prominent slave holders in the southern 
provinces joined the abolitionists. Tue 
result was that during the regency

AN EXCITING BATTLE FOR THE FIREMEN. 


A fierce fire broke ovtin the Trude Build- 
ing at the southwest corner of Randolph 
street and Wabash avenue at 11:08 o’clock 
last evening, and spread through the three 
upper floors before the Fire Department ar- 
rived. 

The building was a four-story brick ex- 
tending from No. 6 to 71 Wabash avenue 
and from No. 34 to 36 Randolph street. The 
total loss will probably be $50,000, 

H. Schultz's paper - box factory occupied the 
three upper floors. R. W. Sweet, tobacco 
agent, occupied the ground floor of 
No. 34 Randolph street, and 
portion of Wabash avenue. No. 71 
Wabash avenue was occupied by 8. Stein’s 
saloon. Jacob Berolzheim & Co., retail gro- 
cers, and Sig. Foltz, cigar dealer, occupied 
No. 36 Randolph street. 

A 2-11” TURN RDM. 

The fire was discovered by a passerby, who 
at once turned in an alarm. There is some 
doubt as to the origin of the blaze. The 
flames first came through the second story 
windows. But the first floor around the 
elevator sbaft was also on fire. 

Marshal O'Malley, whose headquarters are 


first fireman on ine scene. The rapidity of 
combuscion was such that a dense volume of 
flame and smoke was then pouring 
through the roof and drifting westward 
over the Central Music-Hall. Marsnal 
O'Malley immediately gave a second alarm. 
The fire had gained sucn headway that there 
was little hope of saving any part of the 
building or the property of tenants. 

Tne theaters had just released their 
thousands homeward bound, and they 
were drawn to the scene by i § the 
noise of the fire-engines and the brightness 
of the glare. Every windowof the large 
building was belching forth streams of fire, 
the effect of which gave those ata distance 
an idea that it was even larger in its propor- 
tions than was the case. The throng of people 
became so great that the entire force of po- 
lice from tne armory had some difficulty in 
resisting the pressure. The shower of red- 
hot coals and the presumptive danger of 
collapsing walls, however, soon infused a 
respectful temerity into the crowd. 

THE BUILDING. ~ 

The building was a four-story brick, one of 
the oldest on Wabash avenue, and has been 
owned for several years by A. S. Trude. It 
ran from No. 65 to No. 71 Wabash avenue 
and No. 34 to No. 36 on Randolph street. It 
was not fireproofed in any way and there was 
no hindrance to the consuming fury of the 
fire, Tue three upper flddra were occupied 
entirely by H. Schultz's paper-box manufac- 
tory, everything in which was highly com- 
bustible. 

It seemed at first that No. 38 Randolph 
street, occupied by S. Cantrovitz & Sons, 
cigars, and by the Silurian Spring 
company. was also doomed. But it developed 
that No. 88 was a separate building and that 
there was a flre-wall between. That such 
was the case prevented a scorching for the 
Western News company, adjoining No. 38 on 
the west. Some misgivings were expressed 
for a while lest the fire should spread to the 
Western News company. The occupants of 
No. 38 sustained a slight damage by water. 

No attempt was made by the firemen to 
enter the buiiding. It was useless to do any- 
thing but pour water through tbe holes in 
the wails where the windows had been. 
Some leads were taken to the top 
of neighboring buildings, and they 
poured tneir tons of water into the great fur- 
nace without tne least apparent effect. The 
fire was rapidly burning itself out and was 
now down into the basement, 

THE LOSSES. 

The building probably cost about $30,000 
when new, but was reérected many years 
ago and had seen its best days. It had 
been in contemplation for some time 
to tear it down and raplace it with 
@ more modern structure suitable 
to its eligible location in the 
center of the business district. The walls. 
though still standing, are infirm and will 
doubtiess be pulled down and a new struct- 
ure put ip its place. 

Schultz’s loss is entire, and infthe absence 
of authoritative figures may be estimated 
at $15,000. 

Sweet was the agent fora number of to- 
bacco manufacturers. He carried a stock of 
samples, and his loss will not be over $2,50v. 
The other firms also carried smell stocks. 

The entire damage to tenants is probably 
upwards of $30,000, with insurance not known 
as yet.

| FAST MAIL BETWEEN Two SEABOARDS, | 


How the Gain of a Day Is Made by the 
New Train—Its Progress. 

Councit Burrs, Ia., Nov. 16.—[Special. | — 
The first transcontinental fast mail traia 
under the new time schedule, which left Chi- 
cago at 3 o’clock this morning, reached here 
at 5:30 this afternoon, making the run of 501 
miles at an average speed—including stops 
of\nearly forty miles an hour. While this 
speed is no novelty between Chicago ana 
Omaha its continuation to the Pacific slope 
will practically lessen the postai connection 
between the two seaboaras by twenty-four 
hours. This gain of a day is made possibie 
by the hanaling of ihe mail on the 
train. It leaves Chicago with two 
storage cars, one sixty feet long, 
the other forty feet long, filled to the roofs 
with the latest gathered unassorted mau. A 
force of nine clerks, with a relay at Burling- 
ton, manipulated it in two distributing cars, 
so that the two tons of matter dumped at 
Aurora, the four tons at Mendota, the five at 
Burlington, and big batches at other railroad 
connecting points had pot only been sepa- 
rated from the mail of the whole East but 
arranged ready for delivery at its various 
The party taking in the novel 
features of the trip are Lowrie Bell, Genexgi! 
Superintendent, and Alexander Grant, Cuſpt 
Cierk of the Railway Mai! servige, Washifk 
ton; E. H. Ripley, General Manager, and J. 
D. Bestley, Super.ntendent of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy; Capt. J. E. White, Su- 
perintendent of the Sixth Division Railway 
Mail service; John M. Hubbard, Assistant 
Postmaster, and P. M. Coates, Chief Clerk of 
the Railway Mail service, Chicago.

How the Bie Combine Will Be Organized— 
Chicago to Be the Headquarters. 
CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 16.—It 1s somewhat 
difficult to obtain the inside details and 
plans for the organization of the Federaf 
Steel company, but later developments have 
made public something of the minor 
details of the consolidation. The nominal 
capital stock will be $12,000,000. Of this 
$6,000,000 will represent the value of the real 
estate, buildings, machinery, and good will 
of the absorbed companies. From $4,000,000 
to $6,000,000 will represent the cash paid in 
by investors. It may be that not more than 
$4,000,000 in cash will be needed as 
working capital and for buying out- 
right the plants which owners will 
not exchange for the new com- 
pany stock. A contract has been made with 
the banking firm ot Drexel, Morgan & Co. 


for the cash capital. The bankers will re- 


ceive for the money its equivalent in pre- 
ferred stock. The. $6,000,000 representing 
the value of the plants will be issued as com- 
mon stock of the. consolidated company. 
Common stock will be given in exchange for 
buildings, machinery, and real estate. 
It is beiieved that enough stock in the new 
company will be issued before the Chicago 
meeting next week, so that the corporation 
can be formally organized and the di- 
rectors elected. The directory will 
consist of nine persons and a siate 
has been arranged, it is said, which 
will go through without opposition. 
J. W. Gates of St. Louis will be elected 
President. The headquarters of the com- 
pany will be established in Chicago, and in 
the matter of general offices it is said that 
Cleveland will be left out ia the cold.

GREAT SUFFERING IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


Proof That the Situation Has Not Been 
Overdrawn—Measares for Relief. 

Sr. Pact, Minn., Oct. 16.—[Special.}—W. 
P. Murray, ex-City Attorney of St. Paul, has 
just returned from Devil's Lake, N. D., 
where he made for the St. Paul Chamber of 
Commerce a personal investigation of the re- 
ports of destitution and suffering among the 
farmers. He says: “ The situauon has not 
beea overdrawn, and there are great want 
and suffering and need for immediate relief. 
There is not a farm that has not been mort- 
gaged to deatu. The country is in the hands 
of money, elevator, and machine sharks, 
whose depredatiens are a hundred times 
worse than the drought. A great mistake 
has been made in the false inducements held 
out to settiers, and immigrants have been de- 
ceived into locating ina new country with- 
out the necessary means to startin lite and 
tide them ever a bad season. Why, the suf- 
fering gaused by the lack of bare necessities 
of life Is terrible. The farmers aud their 
families are in need of flour, shoes, under- 
wear, and clothing of all descripuons. Then 
there is a scarcity ot fuel. The Government 
issued an order permitting each settler to 
have five cords of wood from the military 
reservation. This went into effect last Thurs- 
day, and all of Wednesday night farmers 
coula be seen coming to the reservation. 
Some of them drove thirty miles, and their 
horses are so miserable that they can haul 
back only a balf cord of green wood.”’

FOUR -PERSONS PROBABLY SUFFOCATED. 


Disastrous Fire in Jersey City at an Karly 
Hour this Morning. 

New Yorks, Nov. 17.—[Special.|—A big fire 
broke out early this morning in Montgomery 
street, Jersey City, in the block between 
Washington and Warren streets. It 
is believed that four persons were 
suffocated. The flames were first 
discovered in Henry Hopkins’ restaurant 
at Nos. 75 and 79 Montgomery street, and 
soon spread to the buildings on each side. 
The police and the neighbors began at once 
the work of awakening the people living in 
the houses threatened. Many of them ran out 
scantily clad, as they had risen from their 
beds, and they suffered severely from the 
piercing cold air until they could get wraps 
and could be taken to a piace of shelter. Au 
effort was made to keep a tally of those who 
were known to have been in the buiidings 
and those who escaped. Several persons it 
was then discovered were not accounted for. 


PITTSBURG ALDERMEN IN TROUBLE. 


Three Convicted of Conspiracy to Defraud 
in Settling Cases Illegally. 

Pirrssure, Pa., Nov. 16.—Ala. Callen, 
Dougherty, and Maneese, and the members 
of the Bauder Detective Agency, were con- 
victed in the county courts today of conspira- 
cy to defraud in settling cases illegaily. lt 
was proved that members of the gang 
would institute two suits against their vic- 
tims, one for a criminal and the other a civil 
information for selling liquor without a li- 
cense. On payment of the $50 penalty. 
which went to them, in the civil case, they 
would not appear as witnesses in the crim- 
inal charge. Ine victim would be discharged. 
In this manner it was boped the fact of the 
civil cases would never be heard of by the 
proper authorities and the Aldermen and 
gang pocketed the proceeds. The highest 
penaity would be nine years’ imprisonment 
in the penitentiary and $3,000 fine.

Mr. Forrest Calls His First Wit- 
nesses in the Cronin Trial. 


AN EXTREMELY BAD OPENING. 


The Testimony of a Character to Help 
the Prosecution. 


MR. CLANCY’S VISIT TO O’SULLIVAN. 


The Iceman Greatly Agitated When Told 
the Body Was Found, 


TONAHOE’S BLUNDERING EXAMINATION.

The prosecution has rested its case and 
the defense has sounded the frst signal ot 


„attack in the trial of the five Uronin sus- 


pects. But at the lastditch where thestrug- 
gle between opposing counsel was fought 
yesterday morning there was another of the 
many ambuscades into which the defense 
has unwisely ventured and as quickly re- 
treated, crippled by the encounter. 

During the examination of jurors it was 
the common practice for counsel to speak of 
their clients us men united for the purpose 
of forming a republic in Ireland.” 

‘This contention has never been controvert- 
ed during the hearing of evidence, not even 
while the affairs of Camp No. 20 were under 
discussion, and an argument founded on this 
presumption would have been permissibie 
had the State allowed its case to conclude 
without calling the single witness examined 
yesterday. 


But when Mr. Clancy, the special corre- 


spondent of the New York Herald, left the 
witness chair it was impossible to forbear a 
comparison between the witaess, who, as one

of a body of men “desirous of forming a re- 
public in Ireland,” had entered the English 
army to study the tactics of warfare and 
had shown his eagerness to suffer for tne 
cause cf patriotism by long years spent in 
Eoglish prisons, and the prisoners now on 
triai for one of the foulest murders known to 
history. 
MR. CLANCY’S TESTIMONY. 

The substance of Mr. Clancy’s direct testi- 
mony was that he had called upon P O’Sul 
hvan twice on the day when Dr. Cronin’s 
body was discovered. The iceman’s contra- 
dictory statements and visible agitation 
when apprised of the discovery were related 
by the witness as evidences of guilt on the 
part of thé accused: The manner of the wit- 
ness while relating the circumstances of the 
second interview detracted considerabiy from 
the weight of his testimony; inasmuch 
as he attempted to act the part 
played by O'Sullivan on that occa 
sion. O’Sullivan’s answers to questions 
by the interviewer were told Im gasps, 
while his demeanor, fidgeting nervously with 
his pocket handkerchief, wiping te per- 
spiration from his face, and otherwise be- 
traying bis agitation, bordered om the farci- 
cal when reproduced in the witness chair. 

It was generally expected that Mr. Dona 
hoe in his cross- examination would lead the 
witness into a further display of the mimic 
action of interviewer and interviewed for 
the purpose of offsetting the effect of the 
actual words of his client when indirectly 
accused of guilty knowledge of the crime. 
But instead of doing so the attorney for 
O’Sullivan fell intoa trap which some un- 
wise friend had laid for him. Asin the case 
of Mrs. Hoertel the single fact that the wit- 
ness had been arrested seemed to have been 
given as a pointer to counsel, and with this 
in mind he lead the witness to a recital of the 
history of his life for the last quarter of a 
century. Mr. Clancy's memory as to the 
names of streets in London, where be haa 
lived, proved surprisingly defective, and 
Mr. Donahoe’s cross-examination was ap- 
parentiy making great headway until he 
got the witness to that point in his 
history where he was obliged to confess

that his residence was in prison.“ Having 
elicited the further fact that the cause of 
his imprisoument was a conviction for at- 
tempted murder, Mr. Donahoe brought the 
examination to a summary close, gazing 
meanwhile at the jury to note the effect. of 
the apparently camaging admission by the 
last witness for the State. 
ONLY A MOMENTARY TRIUMPH. 

But Mr. Donahoe’s triumph was shortlived, 
and once again the prosecution was indebted 
to the defending lawyers for getting before 
the jury evidence of most damaging effect 
against the accused. 

The State’s attorney proceeded on the line 
laid down by the cross-examination to show 
the circumstances under which Mr. Clancy 
had been imprisoned and the reason why 
his memory in regard to his places of resi- 
dence in London had been so defective. Mr. 

Naocy was an Irish patriot in the days when 
Irish patriotism meant the immediate prob- 
ability of shoulder us a gun and taking 
part in an uprising against her foes. As ed- 
itortal writer on various newspapers he had 
aided the Irish cause by instructing the Eu- 
glish mind as to the wrongs of the people of 
une sister isle. Under orders from oneof the 
leaders of the insurrectionary movement he 
had joined the English army to learn the art 
of war, and when the summons came to doff 


his epaulets and be ready to strike a blow for 


the luberty or his mative land heobeyed at 
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abode continually, hence his faulty memory, 


but he was eventually marked for capture. 
In resisting arrest he drew a revolver on the 
two policemen who tried to secure him, and 
for this offense he was convicted and sen 
tencetl to penal servitude for life. By the in- 
tercession of friendsin Parliament and his 
own good conduct in jai he was liberated at 
the expiration of ten years. | 

Such was the story told by the ex-Fenian 
convict brought into court as an honest Wit 
ness against the men, who, according to 
Messrs. Forrest and Donahoe, have been in- 
dicted as conspirators because they desired 
to establish a republic in Ireland.” 

‘THE DEFENSE OPENS. 

After this crushing testimony Mr. Forrest 
opened the case for the defense. His de- 
meanor was mildness itself, and his reading 
of the motions to exclude portions of the tes- 
timony was marked with a suavity that 
boded ili for the pugnacious defense said to 
be forthcoming. For the last time Judge 
McConneli overruled Mr. Forrest’s oft re- 
peated motions, and the volume of excep- 

s swelled in proportion to the number of 
motions made in court. 

Then began the hearing of testimony for 


the prisoners. 


Stenographer F. Squibb was called to offi- 
cially note various discrepaccies between the 
evidence of witnesses during the trial and 


their statements before the Coroner’s jury. 


From the many instances where Mr. Forrest 
has based his cross-examination upon the 
apparent fact that a witness has declared 
himself differently in the lower and higher 
court, it was a macter of suprise that so few 
witnesses were to be impeached on this 
ground by Mr. Squibb's testimony. The 
great point which the defense sought to es- 
tablish was in the identity of the driver of 
the buggy which took away the doctor, but 
33 was futile, and the evidence of 
Dinan, Mrs. Conklin, and Frank Scanlan 
was only strengthened by being repeated to 
‘the jury.

Public.interest in une proceedings seems to 
have increased at least two fold by the late 
interrupuon. Half an hour before court 

was convened every seat in the court-room 
had been taken, and a weli-dressed mob be- 
sieged the coors on Dearborn avenue, which 
the police on guard could with difficulty keep 
back. Friends of the prisoners were evi- 
dently more numerous than at any previous 
session, several of the defending lawyers 
bringing with them a quota of friends. To 
squeeze through the crowd which packed the 
iron stairway on Dearborn avenue was a task 
of no slight. difficulty, and many representa- 
tives of the press were obliged to 
climb over the iron railing in order 
to gain admission. Indoors the throng 
on the stairway leading from the 
detention hospital presented another for- 
midable obstacie, and it required the united 
efforts of four stalwart bailiffs to prevent the 
crowd from carrying all before it. Hitherto 
the court rules have prohibited standing, 
those unprovided with chairs or seats on the 
benches being ob to leave the court- 
room. Yesterday, however, this rule was 
found impracticable.

O’SULLIVAN’S FACE BETRAYED HIM. 


Correspondent Clancy Tells of Hig Calis on 
the Iceman May 23. 

James Clancy, a staff correspondent of the 
New York Herald was the first witness called in 
the Cronin trial yesterday morning and ex- 
aminedon behalf of the State by Mr. Longe- 
necker. 

The witness said he had been connected with 
the Herald tor ten years, and last May was sent 
to this city by his paper to make investigations 
in the Cronin case. He made two calls on Pat- 
Tick O Sullivan at the home of the accused. The 
first call made was the morning of the day Dr.

MR. CL. ANCY CROSS-EXAMINED. 


He Telis of the Many Weary Years Spent 
in English Prisons. 

Mr. Donahoe conducted the cros#examination. 

Mr. Clancy said he was born in Ireland, Water- 
ford County. He went to England when about 
12 years old to be educated, where he remained 
until 36 years ola. He lived in London from the 
time he was 23 years old, where he followed 
newspaper work for five or six years. The Star 
was the last paper he was connected with in 


‘London. He then entered the English army ‘n 


the engineer corps and served nearly two years. 
Then he went back to London, and in 1867 went 
to Paris to try and secure a position on the 
French papers. He remained there but a few 
months and then returned to London. In 1880 he 
came to America. 

Q.—Where were you in 1879? A.—In 1879 I was 
in London—no, I was in Hastings. I was editor 
of apaper there—the Hastings and St. Leon- 
ard’s Gazette, | 

Q.—What were you doing in 1878? A.—I was 
in prison in 1878. . 

Q.—What for? A.—For my connection with 
what was known as “the Fenian conspiracy.” 

Q.—Were you a Fenian at thattime? A.—No, 
sir (bitterly) I was a convict. 

Q.—What prison were you in? A.—I was in 
Portsmouth at one time—first I was in Mill Bank 
Prison, in London, and from there I was sent to 
Portsmouth. 

Q.—How long were you in prison? A.—About 
ten years. (Sensation.) 

Q.—What were you convicted for? A.—For 
— pees in the Fenian conspiracy, as it was 
calle 
13388 you convicted of conspiracy? A.—

The interest at this point of the examination 
had become intense. The witness’ next answer, 
in reply to the question put by the counsel, 
„What were you indicted for?” caused a hum of 
excitement in the court-room— For two at- 
tempts to murder.“ Mr. Donahoe, with a grati- 
fied smile, was aboutto put his next question 
when the witness aaded the words, ‘‘a police- 
man, and I was arrested.” The smile died away 
on Mr. Donahoe’s lips, and he changed the tenor 
of his examination by asking indifferently: 
„Fou are now a newspaper man?“ A.—Yes,

Q.—You say you saw a lady at Mr. O'Sullivan's 
house? A.— Les, sir, both times I was there. 
. Q—You asked Mr. O'Sullivan for Justice Ma- 
honey's address? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—And I understood you to say he gave it to 
you on the first visit? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Was Mrs. Whalen present on the second 
visit? A,—No, sir; not until IL asked for his ad- 


dress—I mean, Mahoney's dress—and he 
called to her. 

Q.—You asked for his aadresg on the socond 
visit? A.—Yes. 


Q.—Did he give you tne address on the first 
N A.— The correct address on the first visit, 
yes, sir. 

Mr. Donahoe— That is all. a 

The redirect examination conducted by Mr. 
Longenecker was as follows: 

Tou may explain about your imprison- 
ment; about your pardon, and all about’ it; the 
whole connection you had—whetner it is in 
writing or what—what brought it about. A.—I 
mes the Irish Republican Brotherhood in 

ngland in 1862, I think it was. I was rather 
active in propagating the principles of the Irish 
Republican Brotherhood in London, and subse- 
quently in the army. In 1866 I received a 
notice from James Stephens, who was 
then at the head of the organization, to leave the 
army and come on with what men I could, go to 
Ireland, and take part in a projected insurrec- 
tion. My instructions were to goto London and 
wait for further orders. I went to London and 
received orders there to wait still longer. Final- 
ly I was informed that the rising would not take 
piace. Then, I again entered into journalism 
and remained there until I was arrested in 1868 
as a Fenian. I was tried—two policemen effect- 
ed my arrest and we had atussie, andi shot at 
them, and that formed the groundwork of the 
accusation against me, and upon that I was 
tried and convicted at the Old Bailey tn London 
in 1868. I was sentenced to penal servitude for 
life. During the trial documents were handed 
to the Judge relating to my career in Me Irish 
Republican Brotherhood. Afterwards he re- 
marked that itwas a bad case, and in open 
court he s I was a dangerous man—after 
looking over these documents—and he therefore 
gave me the highest sentence of the law short of 
hanging that he could. I remained in prison, as 
I have stated, about ten years, and in tne mean- 
time friends of mine in Parliament had made et- 
forts to have the liberated. Finally they suc- 
ceeded. The sentence of “ life’? was reduced to 
fourteen years, but four years were subsequently 
taken off for what they were pleased to term 
„good conduct.“ And I was then liberated on a 
ticket of leave. 

Q.—And it was for your resistance of the police 
officers that you were first arrested, and then 
they found out you belonged to this organizatiun? 
A.—No, sir, they haa been searching for me for 
some time in connection with this * busi- 
ness. One of the editors of the Star, in fact, told 
De —— 

Mr. Forrest—I object to it. 

Mr. Longenecker—It is only fair to him. I 
would like to have him state that so as to ex- 
plain his imprisonment. 

The Court (to the witness)—Is it in connection 
with your imprisonment or simply a comment? 

The Witness—It is simply to explain that the 
police had been searching for me according to in- 
structions from the Home ce for some time, 
and that was one of the reasons why I changed 
my residence in London so often, because I sus- 
pected they were after me. 

Mr. Donahoe cross-examined as follows:

Q.—When did you meet Mr. Hynes in connec- 
tion with this case? A.—I met him, sir, during

A.—I met him abont that time, 
I think, the first week I was in Chicago. 

Q.—How long have you been acquainted with 
Mr. Hynes? A.—I did not know Mr, Hynes per- 
sonaily until that time. 

.Do you know John F. Scanlan? A.—Yes, 
sir.’ I met him for the first time since I came 
here on this business. 

Q.—How long had you known John Devoy? 
A.—I have known him since the year 1880, when 
I first came to—0. yes. I met him once, sir, in 
Ireland at his father’s house about 1865. I did 
not see him again until I came to America about 
the year 1830. 

Q.—How many police officers did you say you 
shot at? A.—Two, sir. 

Q.—You didn’t intend to kill mem? A:—No, 


sir. 
Q.—You say the Judge said you were a danger- 


ous man? A.—Yes, sir. because of my connec- 
tion with the Fenian conspiracy.

EX-CAPT. SCHAACK ON THE STAND. 


He Declares That Mrs. Conklin Failed to 
Identify the White Horse. 

Michael J. Schaack, called in behalf of the da- 
fendants, testified in reply to Mr. Forrest's ques- 
tion that he had been twenty years on the police 
force and last May was Captain at Chicago ave- 
nue station. He kaew Patrick Dinan, the livery 
stable keeper and saw him May 6. 

Q.—Did heat that time or at any other time 
give you a description of the man that got his 
white horse or gray horse on the night of May 4? 
A.—He did. 

Q.—Did you at any time geta gray horse from 
Dinan’s livery stable in the week subsequent to 
May 4, 1889? A.—1 got a rig there. I think it 
was May 10 at about 7o’clockin the evening. I 
drove it up to Mrs. Conklin's. Sergeant och 
and Lieut. Koch were with me. We went up 
Dearborn avenue and crossed over on Clark 
street. 

Q.—Did the ‘horse that you drove stop in front 
of the Conklin residence or in front of the barber 
shop? A—Well, I couldn't exactly say where 
the horse was, but it was right close near the 
door where I went up-stairs. I saw Mr. and Mrs. 
Conklin. 

Had you told Mrs. Conklin before you went 
up there that you thought you had the right 
horse and rig and would bring it up to her?! A.— 
Something of that kind, yes, sir. 

Q.—Now tell the jury everything that was said 
and done from the time you met Mrs. Conklin 
until you left. A.—There was not much said. 1 
had the horse there ana told Mrs. Conklin that 
that was the horse I had spoken about. and that 
I wanted her to leok at it. and she looked at it 
and said it was not the horse. That is about all 
there is about it. 

What part of the horse were you and Mrs. 
Conklin looking at while it was standing there; 
what part of the horse was facing you and Mrs. 
Conklin? A.—Well, the horse was about right 
down from us; it was standing so we had a side 
view.

Q@—Did any gonsiderable amount fall while 
you and Mrs. Conklin were up-stairs looking at 
the horse? A.—No, not much. 

Q.—When vou got back to the livery stable 
whom did vou meet? A—I think I met Dinan 
there, himself. 

What did you say to Dinan? 

Mr. Hyres—What he said to Dinan ie not 
competent. 

Mr. Forrest—Your Honor will remember that 
Dinan testified to two conversations with Dan 
Coughlin, one Monday moraing, May 6, and one 
some time after the Captain had returned with 
that horse and buggy.

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IT CHANGED THE HORSE’S COLOR, 


Lieut. Koch Tells What the Rain Did the 
Tenth Day of May. 

Lieut. P. G. Koch was next called and exam- 
ined by Mr. Forrest. 

The witness said he had already testified in the 
case, and last May was a patrol sefgeant under 
Schaack. He accompanied the ex-Captain with 
Dinan’s white horse to Mrs. Conklia’s residence. 
It was raining steadily at the time. They 
stopped in front of the barber-shop ana Schaack 
weut up stairs to Mrs. Conklin’s flat. 

Q.—What did you do? A,—Capt. Schasck 
raised the window and motioned for me to move 
on. I drove up and down the street, first north, 
and then back south, I turned around again and 
came north. 

Q. —How often did you drive that way around? 
A.—I think it was four times. Every time Icame 
up in the same place, I stopped in front of the 
barber-shop. 

Q.—How white was the horse at that time? 
A.—Well, his hair was pretty wet. 

Had the rain in auy way changed his color? 
A.—Well, the rain certainly made the horse ap- 
peur a little dun, probably. 

- Dia you ever talk with me on that subject? 
A.—I did, and with Mr. Wing also. 

Q.—Did you not tell me the rain was so slight 
that the color was not changed at all? A.— Well, 
I probably told you something to that effect, but 
I—you remember that I told you when the horse 
is wet it would make a different appearance in 
the color of the horse; it would chaage the looks 
of the horse. 

Mr. Forrest—That 1s all. 

Mr. Longenecker conducted the cross-examina- 
tion as follows: 

Q@.—Lieutenant, the barber shop is the next 
door north of Conklin's house? A.~Yes, sir. 

Q. - Do you recollect seeing two bay windows 
in there? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Out of which window did they look? A.— 
They looked out of the south window—that is, 
the south bay window. 

Q.—Now I will ask you if it wasn’t raining at 
the time you stopped it there, and while you 
were driving it around? A.—No, sir, it was not 
raining then. 

Wen did it rain? A.—It rained before we 
got to the house, when we drove out on Dearborn 
avenue. 

Q.—I will ask you if it didn’t ram hard on Dear- 
born avenue’ A.—It was drizzling pretty lively. 

The redirect examination by Mr. Forrest was 
as follows: 

Q.—Didn’t you tell me and Judge Wing you 
stopped in front of No. 468—the Conklin house— 
and that Capt. Schaack and Mrs. Conklin looked 
directly down at you, and you could see them 
looking at you from the buggy? A.—I don’t 
think I told you that. 

Q.—Isn't that the fact that you sat in the buggy 
and looked over the horse; and that you saw 
Capt. Schaack and Mrs. Conklin looking at you? 
A.—No. sir; I had to turn around to see them. 

Mr. Forrest—That is all (To the Court.) 
That is all the testimony I have today. I took it 
for granted that these motions would take up 
much louger than they have, and your Honor has 
passed on all these without argument. Your 
Honor will bear me out when I say that there 18 
usually more argument in a small case which 
takes only a week to try than there has been in 
this case which has taken nearly three months. 
And I will say now to the Court and jury that it 
will not take long for us to introduce our evi 
dence. 

The Court—Do you wish to examine Mr. Squibb 
this afternoon? 

Mr. Hynes—No; I don’t know whether we will 
examine him at ail. [ am not resisting, it being 
the desire of others (with a laugh at Mr. Forrest). 

Mr. Ingham—The cross-examination of Mr. 
Squibb will not take more than five minutes, 

Mr. Forrest—If the Court please, I am run out 
of witnesses. and these gentiemen on the other 
side take the opportunity to give usthis talk 
about the desire of others, and then look at the 
jury and laugh. 

Mr. Hynes—The laugh at the jury was on ac- 
count of my extraordinary willingness—it was so 
remarkable that I should be willing that the 
court should adjourn. (Much laughter at Mr. 
Forrest's expense.) 

The Court—Can you proceed, Mr. 
any of your evidence this afternoon 

Mr. Foster —I would like half a day to intro- 
duce some evidence at some time, and I intended 
to suggest to the gentlemen to give me a time 
and | would have my witnesses here: but I have 
not seen them and have not got my witnesses 
here at all. It is only for that reason—I suppose 
they would want to goon for a day or two and I 
could then put in my witnesses. I could not get 
my witnesses here now on this immediate notice, 
but I will see the gentiemen and arrange for 
some morning or afternoon when I can put in 
their testimony. 

The Court—Then I guess we will adjourn until 
10 o’clock Monday,

Look out for the Mysterious Key. 
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New Vork is not enthusiastic. 
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The Combieation Between New Tork and 
St. Lau Destined to Fail. 

New Yorx, Nov. 16—[Special.]—Tne St. 
Louis gang are here trying to make a dea! to 
secure the Worid’s Fair for their city, Fail- 
ing in this they say they will see to it that 
Uhicago does not have the Fair in any cvent. 
To that end they are willing to see it come to 
New York, or even to Wasdington. 

The sole sentiment that actuates the St. 
Louis men is jealousy of Chicago. But in 
their anxiety to do anything to defeat 
Chicago they have revealed too much, and 
shown to the New-Yorkers what their real 
object is. Therefore, Mayor Graat and his 
committee are caimly sittt back waiting 
for the Westerners to make the second propo- 
sition. Tuat is, having first asked that New 
York throw ber strength to St. Louis, and 
getting no satisfactory answer, they are ex- 
pected to pledge themselves to give to New 
York what strength they may have in Con- 
gress. 

All these schemes will come to nauebt, 
however, for the simple reason that neither 
of ine parties to the conspiracy can deliver 
the goods which they are dickering for. 

Mayor Grant was asked about the matter 
today, and smilingly said: O, 1 have beard 
nothing about the matter, andany way = 
must know that St. Louis cannot turn her 
strength to us.“ 

Mayor Grant must know something of the 
matter. for Messrs. Francis and Jones called 
at his office Friday and had an interview of 
an hour’s duration. New York is the tamest 
duck in the flock. She has no real strength 
amoung the Congressmen, and though she has 
repeatedly claimed wat she had pledges 
from the solid Pennsylvania delegation the 
fact is that Senator Quay, in reply to a re- 
quest from Mayor Grant to express his pref- 
erence, promply replied: ** Chicago.” Out of 
the twenty-eight members of Congress in 
Pennsylvania but two have expressed mem 
selves in favor of New York. 

The most lamentable results have followed 
the attempt of Mayor Graut to secure pledges 
from Congressmen. Only forty-one out of 
the 330 members of the House have even 
deigned to reply to his polite request—favor- 
able or otherwise. Of Mayor Grant this much 
can be said. That in the 1,500,000 souls in this 
community he is the only one that has bad 
any ambition to sevure the Fair. The popular 
indifference to the affair is appalling. Mayor 
Grant has been without support, though he 
has kept steadily at work. is doomed to 
discouragement, for every day now he re- 
ceives resignations of men who were ap- 
pointed to committees to forward New 
York’s interests. 

The wealthy men are careless about the 
Fair, but carefui that they do not cripple 
themseives in subscribing too much for it. 
Willie Waidorf Astor released his grip on 
25.000 of nis dollars the other day and he is to 
have published in the North American Review a 
diatribe against Chicago, which is so full of 
abuse and misstatements thut are supposed 
to be biting sarcasms that the article because 
of its very intensity fails of its purpose, 

By doing a little sum in proportion the re- 
sults are excellent as far as Chicago is con- 
cerned. 

E. F. Cragin, Secretary of the Executive 
Committee which has charge of Chicago’s 
„ boom,“ was in town today and paid a visit 
to Secretary Speer at the headquarters of the 
General Committee of New York. He had 
no propositions to make concerning a dicker 
against any town. It was merely a social 
visit. After his visit to Mr. Speer a reporter 
had a talk with him about Chicago’s pros- 

cts. 

IJ am not generally asanguine man,“ he 
said, with a quiet smile, but I think that 
Chicago will get the Fair. And for these 
reasons: Chicago is enthusiastic about it; 
The North- 
west is solid for Chieago; the South is 
largely so, and even in tne East Chicago bas 
surprising strength. By a conservative esti- 
mate at least 166 Congressmen are in favor 
of Chicago. A majority of the newspapers 
of the country support Chicago. Witn all 
these points in our favor Chicago certainly 
ought to win.“ 

‘*There has been some talk about combina- 
tions between rival cities: Do you believe 
such a thing is possible?” asked the reporter. 

“Chicago has no intention of entering 
into a combination against any city. She 
can take care of herseif. In this mat- 
ter Chicago has always treated other 
cities with respect, and in the circulars that 
have been sent out has studiously refrained 
from saying anything derogatory of them. 
When she gets the Fair she wants olher 
cities to come in and help her to make it a 
big success.”’ 


MORE EVIDENCE IN THE MORMON TRIAL. 


An Old Saint Badiy Tangled Up on Cross- 
Ksamination—Other Testimony. 

Savt Lake Crry, Utah, Nov. 16.— Special.] 
—The interest in the Mormon endowment 
house exposé continues unabated. This 
morning the attorneys for the objectors 
closed their side of the case and the Mor- 
os began to introduce evidence in rebut- 


The first witness was John Henry Smith, 
one of the twelve aposties of the Mormon 
Church. His father and grandfather were 
members of that organization. He expressed 
great loyaity ana patriotism on his direct ex- 
aminauon, and made several spread-eagie 
talks to the court in reply to questious pro- 
pounded. Hetold how he loved the laws of 
this country, but his cross-examination 
did not bear out his statement. 
He took a second wife at the age of 77. Asked 
whether there was not a law enacted by Con- 
gress against polygamyin 1862, he stated 
there was, but he regarded it as unconstitu- 
tional Hethen admitted that the United 
States Supreme Court declared that law con- 
stitutional in 1879. Asked whether he con- 
tinued to live in polygamy after that decision 
of the court, he declined to answer. 

In the course of his examination he stated 
that the difference between bigamy as de- 
fined by the Mormons and by lexicégraphers 
was that a bigamist, according to Mormons, 
was a married man who took a second wife 
while the first was still hving and undi 
vorced without the first wife’s consent. He 
stated this consent was absolutely necessary 
for Mormons to have. Being closely pressed 
he admitted that the revelation on polygamy 
stated that the first wile had to give her con- 
sent to the plural marriage or be forever 
damned. He admitted further that if a wite 
under that revelation refused her corsent to 
her husband’s taking a second or third wife 
he could take one anyhow. 

He had heard the leaders of the church 
preach that the members of the church 
should obey their leaders in all things polit- 
ical, spiritual, and temporal. 

Four other leading Mormons were put onthe 
stand and they all refused on cross-examina- 
tion to answer questions similar in nature to 
those propounded to Apostle Smith. The 
Gentile attorney will hold that refusal to 
answer these imporvant questions in face of 
the positive evidence adduced by those who 
went through the endowment house will be 
sufficient to convince the court that their 
witnesses have spoken truthfully. The case 
will be continued Monday. 


WILL TAKE CARE OF MRS. PARNELL, 


Irish Nationalists Will Provide for the 
Mother of Their Leaders 

New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Irish 
Nationalists have not read anything for a 
long time that caused so much sorrow and 
surprise as the account of Mrs. Delia Par- 
nell’s poverty and destitution which was 
publisbed today. The facts had been o care- 
fuliy concealed that no one here suspected 
that she might be in danger of want. Ex- 
pressions of concern and sympathy were not 
confined to the Nationalists. A good many 
American born people calied to mind the 
notable part Mrs. Parnell’s ancéstors had 
taken in American history and thought it a 
great pity that almost the last descendant of 
such a family should be living alone in a 
kitchen and threated with starvation. 

It will be good news to Mrs. Parnell’s 
friends to Know that as soon as the story was 
read today projects for relieving her distress 
began to be discussea. It is entirely likely 
that one result of the publication will be that 
the National League will take official action 
to provide for Mrs. Parneli. Secretary Far- 
ren of the Municipal Council of the icague 
says this is certain to happen. In the mean- 
time individual members ot the league will 
subscribe enough to provide for ail of her 
present necessities. This would have been 
done long ago if the leaguers had known how 
badly it was needed.

NATIONAL PRISON REFORM CONVENTION, 


Opening Session of the Association at Nash- 
„ Ville—Ux-President Haye’ Address. 

ASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 16.—About one 

h red members of the National Prison Re- 

form Association convened in the Senate 

chamber of the Capitol this morning. Mr. 


Joseph Nicaolson, Superintendent of the De. 9 in public affairs, and is a gentleman of unques- 


troit House of Correction ana President of 
the Wardens’ Association, presided. Presi- 
dent Nicholsot then delivered his annual ad- 
dress, in which he spoke of the nevessity for 
some positive means for the identification of 
criminals. 

At the Broad Street Amusement Hall this 
evening addresses of welcome were delivered 
by the Governor and Mayor. President 
Rutherford B. Hayes was introduced and de- 
livered the annual address. ‘ 

After referring at considerable length to 
the abuses of the old prison systems and 
showing how great an improvement had 
taken place, Gen. Hayes said: 

A lack of popular confidence in the fairness 
and justice of criminal trials begets crime. It 
emboidens the criminal classes and leads to law- 
lessness, violence, and an endless train of owner 
calamities. If justice fails in the courts, 
public sentiment will justify, or at least 
tolerate, mobs and lynch law. The delays in 
criminal proceedings in these days when wealth 
has such power offer temptation to bribe-giving 
and bribe-taking, and thus the administration of 
justice is corrupted and loses the public respect. 
Let me give a singie example in a recent and no- 
torious case. I read a dispatch which was gen- 
erally published in the newspapers of last month: 

“CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—A complete jury in the 
Cronin case was secured late this after- 
noon. The impaneling of a jury com- 
menced Aug. 30, and seven weeks have 
been occupied in getting the jury. 
There have been summoned 1.091 jurors, of whom 
227 have been excused by counsel for cause. In 
addition to the 1,091 special veniremen sum- 
moned there were also twenty-four of the regular 
— disposed of; and 175 peremptory challenges 

ave been used, of which the defense has used 
ninety-seven.” 

It is one of the specified objects of this gociety 
to improve the mode of procedure by which 
criminal laws are enforced. Let the jury system 
be wisely but extensively modified. Already in 
afew States the technicality that no man can 
sit on a jury who reads the newspapers has 
been expunged from the statute books 
and the rational rule has taken its place— 
viz.: Any citizen, notwithstanding opinions 
formed from reading newspapers, is qualified to 
sit on a jury if he is abie to decide the case with- 
out prejudice or partiality upon the sworn testi- 
mony submi.ted. It would be far more reason- 
able tu exclude from juries the men who do not 
read newspapers and who do not form or express 
opinions from what they read. Ignorance, not 
en should be shut out from the jury 

x 


One other example of unreason in our jury 
system is what Prof. Wayland, Dean of the Yale 
Law School, calls The tetich of a unanimous 
jury.” If five-sixths of a jury. or three-fourths, 
all agree upon a verdict of guilty, and if the pre- 
siding Judge approves the verdict, why shall it 
not stand? Under our Republican system the 
gravest questions affecting peace and war—tbe 
property, happiness. and lives of millions of 
human beings, are decided finally by a bare ma- 
jority vote of the citizens, These reforms de- 
pend at least on the popular judgment and the 
popular will. As long as unjust advantages 


under the law are given to the law-breaker, as | 


loug as trials are needless, expensive, and at- 
tended with long deluys, and marked uncertain- 
ty of resuli, there will be a vin- 
dictiveness toward the convict which will 
hamper all humane and Chris- 
tian efforts for his reformation and reinstate- 
ment in the ranks of good citizenship. Let the 
laws relating tocriminal triais be such as will 
secure prompt, economical, and perfectly fair 
trials, and the public + ad will then be able to 
give an impartial hearing to the vital questions 
which the friends of humanity wish to present in 
bebalf of the reform of prisons and prisoa disci- 
une. 

8 As to the majority of convicts, we have at our 
command an agency for their reformation, if 
practically and intelligently emovioyed, of almost 
unlimited power. It is in the largest and most 
comprehensive sense of the word—education. It 
must include the training and upbuilding of the 
whole nature of the convict. It must reach him 
with all the forces which belong to physical, 
mental, moral, ana religious training.

He can devote the necessary 
ume to the work, is an experienced civil engi- 
neer. a man of affairs, strictly honest, and a 
trained business-man. His nomination would be 
acceptable to taxpayers of all parties. 

The second candidate from the South Division 
will probably be J. Frank Aldrich, who served 
as President of the Reform County Board after 
the boodiers were expelled. Mr. Aldrich was 
educaied as a civil engineer. He has experience 


— integrity. He would be especially ac- 
ptable to the young men of the party. 

But Mr. Aldrich will have no walk a 
George T. Williams and Irus Coy of the Stock: 
Yards company are candidates, and will have 
strong backing. There is, however, strong ob- 
jection to both because of their connection with 
a corporation that habitually aids in sending 
such men as Tom Gaban, Kenny, Noonan, 
and Pauley to the City Council.

For West Side candidates Jonn Spry seems to 
be the favorite if ex-Mayor Roche will not con- 
sent to become a candidate. Mr. Roche's friends 
say his business will require all bis attention for 
the next two years, and that he cannot afford to 
accept a nomination. There is no doubt that he 
is the best equipped man for the place that has 
been mentioned, and that if nominated he could 
be elected by a large majority. He is practically 
the fatner of the drainage scheme as outlined in 
the present act. He theroughly unders the 
question, and there is a general feel that he 
ought to be President .of the Drainage mis- 
sion. It is hoped he will accept a nomination. 

James 8. Harvey, who has been West Town 
Coilector for two terms, is spoken of as the 
second candidate from tae West Side. E. 8.

Liberals Looking for Reforms. 

The progress of the Liberal party toward 
genuine and far-reaching reforms, and the 
acceptance of a great part of the Radical 
and Socialist program, seem to be astonish- 
ing some of the leaders. Mr. Gladstone is 
an exception to this, for he has loug known 
that some of the points made by the more 
noisy and radical sort of reformers are good 
and ought to de adopted, in some measure, 
by the nation; only it is difficult to sepa- 
rate the good from the bad when they 
are jumbled together in the fiery imagina- 
tions of the fanatical agitators. Mr. Glad- 
stone stands where he stood before, and the 
Liberal party and the people are gradually 
joming him, while, with him, they shun for 
the most part the extravagant ends at which 
the Radical-Socialists aim. These, in fact, 
are losing what little excuse they ever had 
for agitation, since ali the advisable objécts 
of their agitation are national reforms 
which the more liberal-minded of the Liber- 
al leaders have long been studying. 


Conservatives ta Despair. 

The council of the London Liberal Union 
has prepared a party platform, which will be 
offered for approval to the National Liberal 
Federation at its coming meeting, which will 
be a general assembly. This platform will be 
the basis of the party’s fleht at the next gen- 
eral election, and it is regarded as certain of 
adoption. It is understood that the platform 
contains planks referring to the housing of 
the working classes, the extension of the

In other words, the Liber- 
ais have everything their own way, and the 
only possible chance of success for the Con- 
servatives lies in stealing the Liberal pro- 
gram and possibly going to extremes to which 
Mr. Giadstone would never consent. 


Another Political Split in France. 


A split is imminent among the French 
Conservatives which is likely to result in 
marked benefit to the Republic. Out of a 
total of 170 Monarchist Deputies only ninety 
attended the meeting which was called for 
the purpose of arranging a poticy for the 
party to pursue in the Chamber. These ap- 
pointed an executive committee, which is 
composed exclusively of the ultra-Conserva- 
tives and most bitter enemies of the repab- 
lican government. The remaining eighty 
Deputies who were elected as on- 
archists have formed a distinct group 
by themselves and cali themselves 
Constitutional Conservatives, They are pre- 
pared to support the moderate reforms which 
are proposed by the Government. This ar- 
rangement will have the effect of greatly 
strengthening the hands of the Government, 
and will enable it to rely upon the Constitu- 
tional Conservatives for support when the 
Radical Left, without whom the Ministry 
does not now command a majority, threatens 
to rebel. This was what was hoped from the 
Conservatives allying themselves with the 
Moderate Republicans, thus making a sure 
majority of the most respectable character. 


Floquet Easily Elected.

THE LOCAL SECURITY MARKET. 


West Side Street Kallway Stock in Demand 
-A Old Story Revived—Gas Stocks. 

The local security market was moderately 
active during the week, with trading pretty 
well distributed over the list“ The strength 
of West Side railroad stock was a prominent 
feature. Transactions were not heavy in it, but 
considerably more appeared to be wanted 
than was for sale. The principal cause for 
the strength was the report that the road’s 
earnings showed an increase and a rumor 
mat the dividend would oe made larger. 
The West Chicago Street. railroad now 
pays on its own bonded obligations and 
those of the old Chicago West Division 
railway company, which it assumed when 
the latter’s plant passed to it, the sum of 
$657,215 annually. in addition to this it pays 
a5 per cent dividend on the passenger com- 
pany’s stock, which road it controls. Of 
course the latter’s earnings help out some, 
but the West Side road, to pay its present 
divicend of 5 per cont on its capital 
stock of $10,000,000, has to earn substantially 
about $4,500 per diem over and above the 
amount it costs to operate the road. Alto- 
gether the road with its sub-company,. the 
passenger road, must absorp probably about 
125.000 nickels every day to pay expenses 
and charges. Its friends claini it is doing a 
great deal better than this. The strength 
awakened an old story to the effect that 
efforts would be made to consolidate all of 
the street railway systems into one corpora- 
tion. This rumor had its origin in a move- 
ment made last summer by brokers supposed 
at the time to be in the employ of the South 
Side railway crowd to “razzie, dazzie” the 
stocks of Yerkes and his friends. 

“The South Side company’is fearfully in 
earnest,” said one of the rborn street 
gossipers. They will keep the West Side 
off State street if they can, and Dearborn 
street. which alone is left the latter, if the suit 
holds, is choked with traffic.

REVOLTING ACOUSATIONS AGAINST 
THE NOBILITY OF ENGLAND. 


| Members of the Aristocracy. and Wealthy 


Business- Men Involved in the Most Dis- 
graceful Scandal of the Century—Telling 
Expose of the Moral Baseness of Those 
Figuring Among the ‘‘ Best Bioods” of 
Great Britain—Arbitrary Efforts of the 
Home Uffice to Suppress Facts.

Lonvon, Nov. 16.— About as easy try to 

smotner the rising fires of a fierce volcano 
as to suppress the facts of Cavendish Square 
scandal, and if, in spite of most powerful 
efforts by the Tory Government in balking 
the police, this flood of foul social lava does 
break through the crust, the official secrecy 
of a great many prominent people is going to 
be deiuged in disgrace. Not only are the 
names of the aristocracy and of the peerage 
and their legitimate offspring mixed up in 
this mess, but also men of finance and com- 
merce. Someof the most powerful money 
magaates of the city are mentioned in the 
evidence given by messengers who have 
been terrified into a confession. If the real 
facts ever do get out it will be the biggest 
social sensation ever known in England, or 
anywhere else. The high and even exalted 
position of persons concerned is a striking 
moral lesson of the baseness and absolute 
rottenness of what is called the “ nobility ” 
and ‘best blood.” It even touches the 
throne itself, for Prince Albert Victor's name 
does not escape, but the best authorities say 
that while “collars and cuffs visited the 
house in company with an equerry, who 
since the exposure has been dismissed from 
the royal service, the Prince did not know 
the real nature of it, and was in no way im- 
plicated in the revolting scenes there. The 
names known and generaliy talked about so 
far are Lords Somerset, Beaumont, Euston, 
Ronald Gower, and one official who has been 


summoned home, but, according to current 


gossip, does notintend to come. Beaumont 
and Euston believe it to be impossible to con- 
vict them under the law, and have not left 
the country. Gower is on the continent. 


PROMINENT MEN MIXsD UP. 

A number of prominent people in all walks 
and conditions of life will be exposed if 
Labouchére’s threat that the question will 
be raised in Parliamentamounts to anything. 
Some people of no particular social position 
are implicated, too, and as usual these are 
the men on whom the law has closed its grip. 
Under the new law, which is a result of 
Stead’s exposures, men charged with crime 
may be brought up to secret trial and sen- 
tenced. The public will not know anything 
about it if this is done. A few days ago, 
with more or less obscure people invoived, no 
court records were accessible, but report 
has it that two men were brought up in the 
Oid Bailey and remanded for trial. Two mes- 
sengérs were convicted and punished. The 
press will keep in ignorance unless the mat- 
ter is pushed with far more energy. It seems 
probable now there will be no public trials 
because the grand jury may never indict 
more. Ia London, more than anywhere else, 
the grand jury have a way of smothering 
things without seeming to. It is easier to 
get men you wanton the grand jury here 
than itis in New York. In this case, with 
powerful efforts to suppress facts, it is 
scarcely likely a grand jury will ever have 
them dragged out in open court. There is no 
case on record where the Home Office inter- 
fered so arbitrarily with the police as in this 
one. Asa usual thing the Home Office does 
not interfere in criminal cases till they are 
just ready for trial or after convic- 
non. In this instance Munro received 
positive instructions to take no steps 
in the matter without first consulting Mr.

f there had not been purposely a delay the 
Home Office men for whom warrants were 
out would not have escaped.

HOW THE SCANDAL CAME OOT. 

The way in which the scandal chime out is 
curious. The manager of the telegraph office 
in Cavendish Square noticed two messen- 
gers disposing of more spending money in 
one day than they earned ina week. Afraid 
the office was being robbed he reported the 
matter to Arthur Blackwood, Secretary of 
the post-office. Blackwood sent two detect- 
ives to follow the boys, who saw them enter 
the house, and wnearihed the whole plot. 
The house was kept by a man named 
Hammond, who fied London three hours 
after Somerset’s whereabouts were 
unknown. One humorous feature of 
the case grew out of Probyn’s visit 
to Somerset. The police had been watching 
Somerset’s house and saw Probyn go in there. 
They shadowed Probyn, not knowing who he 
was. A few years ago the wife of Somerset’s 
brother obtained a divorce from her husband 
on the ground of the same crime with which 
Somerset is charged.

All these things fade into insignificance com- 
pared with the reports current all over town and 
printed with every kind of horrible exaggeration 
in the foreign press concerning the recent prose- 
cution of the house in Cavendish Square. We 
have hitherto abstained from commenting upon 
these rumors for various reasons. among others 
because we had most positive assurances in re- 
lation to the greatest scandals that they are en- 
tirely groundless and that in relation to the 
others there is no legal evidence which would 
justify conviction. Now, however, that Labou- 
chére has seen fit to broach the matter publicly, 
making assertions that the crimthals have been 
allowed so escape because Ministers interfered 
to defeat the ends of justice, it would be absurd to 
keep silence any longer. The whole of Europe 
is ringing with aceusations which assert in the 
broadest terms that a certain illustrious person- 
age is comprised in the disclosures made in the 
recent trial. We do not believe a word of it. but 
that is one of the penaities they have to pay 
for the smartness with which the prosecution 
Was sgiuggied through the police court and Old 
Bailey without a singie word finding its way into 
the public press. The cruciest hardship is thus 
being inflicted upon men of the highest repu- 
tation who have no opportunity § afford- 
ed them of clearing their names from the 
Stigma of this odious, revolting offense. The 
attempt to hush things up might have had some 
justification it it had succeeded. It has utterly 
and hopelessly failed. Our press is silent, but 
across the channel every paper prints a hideous 
story. However reluctant the Ministers may be 
to have a repetition in London of the Cornwall 
trials in Dublin it seems at present as if there 
were ho other way of showing that in the case 
of titled persons accused Mr. Matthews has not 
been playing tricks with justice.

LONDON’S DEPTH OF VICE. 


Scandal Tearing Off the Gauzy Mask of 
Respectability from society. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE.

Loxpox, Nov. 16.—For some weeks past 
the social world of London has been agitated 
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distinguished memt It those 
rumors had related to scandals of a nature 
which are common enough in a vast capital 
such as this, no one perhaps would have been 
greatly surorised, but unfortunately they are 
much more serious than that. They deal 
with offenses against laws which used to be 
punished with death and which are still vie- 
ited with long terms of penal servitude, Im- 
agine, then, the consternation which has 
tallen upon many families of the highest 
position and upon society generally when 
the startling fact has gradually become 
known that a number of persons in high po- 
sition have rendered themselves liable to 
prosecution for such offenses. 1 have avoid- 
ed the subject as long as ible, for it 1s 
not one that anybody would willingly touch. 
But ominous rumors are already being circu- 
lated, and it is becoming quite clear that the 
attempt made under most influential authori- 
ty to stifle the scandal and keep its secret 
cannot possibly succeed in these days. Noth- 
ing can be kept secret. Publicity is a condi- 
tion of modern life, and it would have been 
well for zome of the gentlemen who are 
now flying from the country or trefh- 
bling lest every ring of the beli shouid 
herald the appearance of a police officer if 
they had realized that fact in time. Nearly 
two months ago a police inspector who had 
been hunting for “Jack the Ripper” and 
bad got into some disfavor through not find- 
ing him found himself upon the track of cer- 
tain circumstances which aroused bis sus- 

icions. He caused a watch to be set on the 

rst objects of these suspicions, who, how- 
ever, were not the principals in the transac- 
tions that appéared to be goingon. They 
were tracked one after another to a house in 
the West End of London and the house was 
watched day after day. Those who went 
into it and those who came out were subject- 
ed to close surveillance. Their names were 
discovered and preparations were made for a 
222 the premises, but the position of 
the offenders was pretty certain to save thern 
from a vulgar denouement of thissort. Whe \ 
a net Was drawn round the house most of tho 
birds were flown. Still tne police dfficer who 
had been following up the case had positive 
evidence as.to the ideatity of the persoas he 
was anxious to secure. ‘The dateof the visit 
and every circumstauce connected with it 


were well ascertained, and proofs complete | 


could be laid before any court ot justice. I 
have reason to believe a full report was made 
without delay to Munro, the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Police. . Action of some kinda, it 
was thought, would be taken without delay, 
but it was not so. There seemed to be con- 
siderable hesitation in moving in the matter, 
but meanwhile the persons implicated had 
information conveyed to them, not of course 
by Munro, of the discovery which had been 
made, | 
NOT SO SLOW AS JUSTICE. 

If justice was slow to move, some of these 
persons were not. When a warrant was 
issued against the keeper of the house it was 
found he had disappeared. No other war- 
rants were applied for, but more than one of 
the culprits, knowing that the biow must 
fallat any moment, made arrangements to 
leave the country. Among them was a noble- 
man occupying a position of great honor, one 
which would perhaps be more counted than 
even his command in à crack regiment. 
Others are no longer to be seen in the region 
of the club and some remain in the hope that 
it will all blow over. But that hope is vain, 
because the general public are getting to hear 
something about the story. Murmurs are aris- 
ing as to neglect of duty by tue police and a 
state of feeling is springing up which is 
scarcely less dangerous to the accused per- 
sons than a formal prosecution in a court of 
law would be. In spite therefore of almost 
superhuman exertions which are being made 
to suppress the scandal it seems more than 
probable that the guilty persone will have to 
face the consequences of their acts. I have 
no doubt that one ortwo of the eminent in- 
dividuals whose names are unhappily being 
whispered about in connection with the af- 
fair were taken to the house not 
knowing what went on there. They 
were entrapved in order that 
they might subsequently serve as a blind in 
case of any exposure 8 threatened. Still 
they are implicated, and it is a most lament- 
able thing that it should be so. They have 
been guilty, if I am rightly informed, of 
nothing more than an indiscretion and of 
putting too much confidence in some of their 
companions. 

NONE CAN ESCAPE. 


As for the chief leaders in the affair they 
cannot hope to escape, because there is a 
growing feeling everywhere that they must 
at all costs be brought to justice. You can 
easily understand why this spould be. At 
the present moment the names of per- 
sons most in danger are known to 
few, but rumor has many tongues,. and 
now every day one is asked, Have 
you heard that soand so is involved in that 
awful business?” and if you answer No,“ 

our questioner goes on to assure you that it 
s a fact, and that a warrant is out against 
him. If anybody has a spite to wreak upon 
some one else he crafgily contrives to get his 
name informaily added to the black list. 
This cannot go on. In society itself there is 
a storm brewing. Why should so many in- 
nocent persons rest under this terrible cloud? 
Why does not the Chief Commissioner or 
Home Secretary interfere?’ Such are 
the questions that are being angrily 
asked in the circles to which the 
offenders belong. When the reputations of 
some of the highest are thus suffering itis 
nonsense to talk of hushing up the scandal. 
It is not tobe hushed up. The rich and 
powerful must not suppose that they can 
commit acts with impunity for which a poor 
man is sent to penal servitude for twenty 
years, for that kind of hocus-pocus is dead 
and gone and it cannot be revived. It is 
useless to deny that a low tone has 
become common in society. Down the 
abyss of vice one plunge has 
been taken after another. A small 

roportion of the mass has gone to the 
owest depth, but having gone there of their 
own free will they must take the conse- 
quences. It may be that the impending ex- 
posure will prove a warning to others not so 
guilty, but with many things to answer for 
which they would desire to conceal from the 
world. The days of Charles II. sometimes 
seem to have come back aga.n, but the En- 
glish people will not tolerate their revival 
when they thoroughly understand what is 
going on. If some of the foremost figures in 
the world of fashion perceive this in time it 
will be well for them. If they do not they 
will have their eyes opened to it by rougher 
methods. 


AFTER SENATOR INGALLS’ SEAT. 


Aunti-Prohibitionists in Kausas Will Try to 
Beat the Senior Senator. 

Kawsas City, Mo., Nov. 16.—A dispatch to 
the Times trom Topeka, Kas., says: 

Senator Ingalls wllt not succeed himself in the 
United States Senate without a hard fight. The 
Legislature which will choose his successor will 
be elected a year from now, and the Republican 
majority will be by no means so overwhe)m- 
ing as it has been heretofore, judging 
from present indications. fhe thing that com- 
plicates the situation so far as Ingalls is con- 
cerned is the growing sentiment: in favor of 
resubmitting the prohibition question to a vote 
ot the people, with the end in view of repealing 
the law. Senator. Ingalls has already 
declared himself on the question. He said 
only today: “Resubmission is all nonsense. 
The people don't want it. They've got what they 
want—prohibition., If the question were sub- 
mitted to a vote it would carry by more than the 
famous 82,000 majority.” 

One of the strongest Opponents of Senator 
Ingalls will be Judge J. C. Foster, Judge of the 
United States Circuit Court. He is a Republican, 
and he annotinces this evening that he has sent 
in his resignation to join in the resubmission 
crusade and contest Mr. Ingalls’ seat. Senator 
Ingalls is here now conferring with his political 
friends and mapping out his campaign.

Russia and Austria—Potcession of Bal-

Bum. Nov. 16.—The developments of 
Prince Bismerck’s diplomacy promise to re- 
sult in permanent accord between Austria 
and Russia. The Czar’s visit to Berlin, 
Count Kainoky’s visit to #riedrichsruhe, 
Emperor WIIllam's visits to Monza and Con- 
stantinople, and finally, the conterence be- 
tween Emperor William and Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph at Innsbruck have been successive 
stages of a continuous policy leading toward 
a settlement. The Bismarck scheme restores 
Russia's dominance in Bulgaria, Kussia in re- 
turn recognizing as definitive Austria's pos- 
session of Bosnia and Herzegovina. Since this 
proposal was communicated to Premier Crispi 
the latter has intimated to Prince Bismarck 
that the sanction of Italy migut depend upon 
the cession of Trentino by Austria. 
When Count Kalnoky left Friedrichsruhe 
nothing was settled. The Austrian Minister 
held that the sacrifice of Trentino was im- 
possible. He considered the possession of 
Bosnia as already definitive, as it could only 
be abandoned after a crushing defeat. The 
Innsbruck interview brought the segotia- 
tion toa climax. Emperor Francis Joseph 
consented to leave Prince Ferdinand to his 
fate, and said ne would not oppose a Rus 
sian candidate provided he waselected under 
the conditions of the Berlin treaty. He 
practically aecorded the Czar a free hand in 
Bulgaria short of Russian occuvation. He 
declined to consider the question of Trentino. 
Count Herbert Bismarck went to Potsdam 
tonight to learn the details of the interview 
from the Emperor. 

The Porte is ready, as soon as it learns that 
Austria and Russia have pted Prince 
Bismarck’s mediation, to send a circular let- 
ter to the signatory Powers denouncing the 
illegality of the present Government of Bui- 
garia.

A singular expression of discontent ap- 
pears in the Jesther Lloyd, the recognized or- 
gan of both the Vienna Foreign Office andthe 
— en ger Ministry. This journal calls the 
pending arrrangement an enforced, rotten 
compromise, which, it says, May prove worse 
than an enforced war. o article concludes 
with the hope that the German policy will 
not turn out a Machiavelian policy, and that 
tne issue of tne imperial meeting at Inns- 
brack will simply give renewed sanction to 
the status quo. Before going to Innsbruck 
Emperor Francis Joseph after consulting 
with Count Kalnoky took the advice of the 
veteran statesman, Count Andrassy. The 
Emperor went to Andrassy’s house and con- 
ferred with him for two bours If Kalnoky 
keeps faith with Bismarck the attitude of 
the Vienna Cabinet toward Bulgaria must 
change. The difference between the Berlin 
and Vienna policies has recently become 
marked. The Bulgarian agent at Vienna 
has been semi-officially recogni the 
Landerbank has aegotiated the new ul 
garian loau, and ihe Austrian Consul at 
Sofia is the confidant and adviser of Prince 
Ferdinand. The German Consul, on the 
other hand, did not even salute Ferdinand 
on meeting him in the street, and completely 
ignores him as the head of tne Government 

Tue explosion of the Pesther Lloyd probably 
relieves the Austrian feeling without hav- 
ing significance. 

COUNT HERBERT'S IL1-BRED ACT. 

Count Herbert Bismarck’s refraining from 
visiting Count Taafe when passing through 
Vienna is severely commented upon in 
official circles as an ill-bred act, 
showing a lack of _§ the courtesy 
due the Austrian Premier. Bismarck 
resents Taafe’s tacit encouragement of 
the Czoech movement, combined with his 
persistent inertia regard mg the opposition to 
the spread of German influence. Nothing 
justifies Count Herbert’s ostentatious ignor- 
ing of Count Taafe while showing cordiality 
to Premier Tisza at Pest and feasting with 
high personages at Vienna. This slight gave 
origin to a report that Count Tuafe had re- 
signed. In an interview today Count Taafe 
said: 

“ Young Bismarck’s conduct does affect 
me. It is rather a trlump for me, wing 
that my policy is purely national. seeking to 
strengthen Austria without external aid. 

TO REPR#SS SOCIALISTS. 

The commission of the Reichstag appointed 
to consider tne Anti-Socialist bill has affirmed 
the general principle of that measure to the 
effect that special legislation is necessary to 
repress the Socialists. Out of twenty-eight 
members, seventeen, comprising eight Na- 
tionalists, six Conservatives, and three Free 
Conservatives, support the principle of the 
bill, but desire to modify its provisions; six 
Centrists absolutely reject tne bill, two desire 
to modify it, and two Progressists reject it. 
There will be a long fight before the commis- 
sion reports. 

On the Reichsbank bill the usual majority 
is divided. The Conservatives ana a frac- 
tion of the Progressists oppose the renewal 
of the privileges of the institution unless the 
State actively intervenes in its operation. 
The Nationalists and Centrists support the 
project as presented, and it will be passed. 

The Progressists, with a view to an elect- 
oral program, have tabled a motion for an 
inquiry into the railway tariff in order to et- 
fect a reduction of rates. 

TO PREPARE ELECTORAL LISTS. 

It is reported that Herr von Boetticher, 
Minister of the Interior, on his return from 
Friedrichsruhe, brought instructions to the 
authorities to proceed with the preparation 
of the electoral lists, which ought to be pub- 
lished four weeks prior to the voting. 

The anti-Semitics are carrying on their 
Electoral agitation with energy. They an- 
nounce five candidates in Berlin, four in 
Leipsic, and nine in Bavaria. 

EXCEEDING ITS POWERS. 

The clericais in the Bavarian Landtag have 
cafried by a majority of 3 a motion to abolish 
the royal power of control of ecclesiastical 
nominations. This is hkely to lead to a 
Cabinet crisis, Minister Lutz, maintaining 
that the motion alters the constitution and 
that the Landtag has gone beyond its powers. 

FIFTEEN PERSONS KILLED. 

Fifteen deaths were caused by the ex- 
plosion in the powder works at Hanan. 

The foot and mouth disease is spreading in 
Brandenburg and Silesia in spite of the se- 
verest measures to suppress it. 

TURKEY FOR THANKSGIVING. 

The imports of oxen from America are 
rapidly increasing, resulting in a reduction 
of the prices of meat.

It 
hes wiped out the classification law and rad- 
ically m) dified the sales system. The chances are 
that the league will get less than a dozen of the 
men who played in its clubs this last season, and 
Will un up with minor lpague players. If this 
pian is followed it is certain that Brooklyn will 
win the league pennant, Cincinnati will be an 
easy second, the others newhere. 

CHANCES OF THE LRAGUES. 

The league may make a show as a second-class 
playing organization if it buys the best men from 
the Baltimore, Athletic, Columbus, St. Louis, 
and Louisville ciubs. 

Such deals could be made cheaply because 
only St. Louis bas a playing field open to it. 
Von der Ahe can go to the Western League with 
Kansas City. Louisville and Columbus might go 
in for a Southern league with Memphis, Nash- 
ville, Atlanta, and another city, But the present 
financial gait of all would have to be so reduced 
that it would be difficult to hold the play- 
ers. The only way out of the hole 
into which the association remnant has fallen 
would seem to be for its clubs to sell, Athletic 
to Philadelphia, Baltimore to Boston, Louisville 
to Cleveland, St. Louis to Chicago, and Colum- 
bus to New York. From among them all enough 
men could be picked to take care ol Pittsburg. 

Spalding’s resolution turning over all negotia- 
tions for players to President Young contem- 
plates all these sales. Of the ten present league 
elubs Washington and Indianapolis are marked 
for death, The formation of the committee shows 
this. All in ailit is a pretty fight. The pros- 
pects are that before the playing season opens 
the weak clubs will have been Killed off and a 
National League and a strong Piay- 
ers’ League stand face to face. A fight in the 
courts may follow. It is generally believed that 
the players could win in the courts, and if unity 
prevails among them it would appear that they 
might have a prosperous season. 

NO RECOURSE AT LAW. 

Itis a prevailing opinion that all the talk 
about legal proceedings against the players, in- 
junctions, etc., by the league, must be classed as 
“binffs” when itis recalled that in 1884 the 
United States District Court of Southern Ohio 
dissolved the jmporary injunction granted the 
St. Louis Union Association Ulub againet Pitch- 
er Tory Mullane, pow with Cincinnati, but then 


with Toledo, on tne ground that e man could not 


be deprived from earning his living. And Mul- 
lane broke a contract with the St. Louis Unions 
and deserted to Toledo. If the league has any 
legal claim on its men it must be establisbed by 
means of individual damage suits. 

Here is another casein point. It shows the 
legal strength of the league. In 1888 Umpire

—THE SYNDICATE CRAZE. 
Large Sales of Vacant Land in the South- 
_ West at Advanced Prices—The Cause of 
the: Advance Not Clear—The Risk 
_ Which Land Associations Assume—A 
Pointer for Lot Bayers—Among the 
Architects and Bailders—Various Notes. 


several features calculated to make a con- 
Servative man pessimistic on the outcome, 
In the first place the syndicate business is 
being overdone, or, rather, improperly done. 
The syndicate method of buying was unob- 
jectionable so long as it was adopted simply 


to enable men of small means to acquire 


Cheapiy a lot on which they might build a 
home. Sy uniting their savings 100 men or 
More are able to get lots near wholesale 
prices, thus avoiding àny tribute to the sub- 
divider. But when inese syndicate purchases 
have been miade solely for investment or 
the members ex- 
subdivide at a profit or 
in a lump at an advance, 
it cannot be denied that grave risks 
are assumed. Such a syndicate enters into 
direct competition with two energetic and 


pecting to 


astute professionals—the subdivider and the 
dere speculator. 


The subdivider looks upon 
the amateur syndicate as a natural enemy. 
He would giadiy see disaster overtake it. 
He will leave nothing undone to bring the 
syndicate idea into disrepute. It is not be- 
cause he fears the syndicate will seil lots to 
his customers. He knows that he can seil a 
dozen lots to one sold by the amateurs. But 
the syndicate itself is a combination of men 
who, he thinks, would have bought of him 
had they not united. Hence he wants to 
break their popularity. The acre speculator, 
however, is an active friend of the syndic- 
Gies when they are forming. If they really 
Want to get something which has money in 
it the vast stores of his information and ex- 
perience are at their service. But when the 
try to sell out then the 
nere specuiator is on the other side 
of the fence.” He is even heard talk ing 
Bbout “wind” in acres. The wretch 
will have the hardihood to intimate to his 
friends that owners near the syndicate’s 
tract are getting desperately anxious about 
second payments. The acre speculator always 
knows when to blow hot and when to blow 
cold, and his blowing is a mighty factor in 


the market. 2 
But these are only the ordinary and in- 


ö e@vitabie risks that must be assumed by all 


* when they ewe into competition 
with professionals. They are risks worth 
taking into considerauon, yet the average 
syndicate organizer talks as if they were in- 
Consequential.” But there are still other un- 
pieasaat risks which the members of syndic- 
Ates often assume, although some of them 
might be avoided. As is well Known, the 
laws of the State do not permit corporations 
to deal in real estate. Land associations are 
obliged, therefore, to rest the title to their 
property in a trustee, each member 
pledging himself to make certain pay- 
ments. Only an expert lawyer knows 
how carefully the papers must be drawn to 
save the affairs of the association from final 
confusion, or to prevent each member from 
being individuaily liabie for all the debts of 
tne association, or to keep titles from being 
clouded trom possible dower rights of the 
wives of members. These intricate matters 
have been ignored by some of the syndicates 
formed in this city, and wiil not be so easily 
disposed of in the end as they might have 
been in the beginning. : 

There are also some unpleasant facts that 
should be made known with respect to the 
operations of certain locai dealers in subdi- 
visions. If report is true a good many poor 
meu are paying monthly instalimenis on lots 
to which they may never get title, 
even though tune y fulfill the ir 
contracts. Not all subdividers have 
paid in full for the land they 
are retailing. This condition of things is 
proper enough, but when they sell lots and 
give contracts to poor men, it would seem 
their duty to apply each month’s installment 
towards securing a release of the property 
from mortgage. The wise buyer of a lot will 
insist thut such use be made of the money he 

paysin. But the average lot buyer possesses 
no real estate wisdom. He assumes chat his 
contract with A guarantees bim à title to 
A ot when the stipulated, price has finally 
been paid. But if a, being sanguine and anx- 
ious to spread out, devotes each month's re- 
ceipts to the purchase of a new pieceof land 
for subdivision, applying no proportion of 
m to q reduction of ine mortgage of the 
rst piece, evidentiy the lot buyer is fur- 
nish a capi with which to op- 
and although he cannot share A’s 
‘profits he will lose his all if A is wrecked. 
With A bankrupt his contracts are worth- 
Jess, and the title to the lots he has been sell- 
ang will revert to the original holder by fore- 
closure of mortgage. It must not be sup- 
posed that this method of doing business is 
common among Chicago dealers in subdivis- 
jons, foritis not. But there are instances 
of it, and there will probably be others if 
the present fever foracre speculation height- 
ens. Buyers of lots must simply be on their 
guard and not begrudge the expenditure of 
afew dollars for competent iegal advice 
when they make their investments.

Another Chapter in the Carter-Hiles

MAYOR CREGIER’S $30,000,000 DRAINAGE 
IDEA. 5 

Mayor Cregier, who is said to be quite will- 
ing to become a candidate for Drainage 
Trustee if the Democratic bosses are willing, 
toid a crowd of the hungry members of bis 
purty—at the instance of Mr. M. C. McDon- 
ald Friday evening that the drainage scheme 
will involve the expenditure of $30,000,000, perhaps 
more.” There was loud applause ut this an- 
nouncement. The hungry horde of tax- 
eaters and would-be tax-eaters were in ecsta- 
sies at the prospect of 30 millions being 
“spent on the job.” Visions of plunder 
rose up before them. Their imagination was 
excited. The Mayor also went on to say 
that the expenditure should be intrusted to 
the Democrats. Cregier’s experience in the 
Council, where twenty-seven of the: thirty- 
two Democratic members vote habitually to 
plunder the people for the benetit of private- 
snaps, franchise-seekers, contractors, and 
monopolies, might haye taught him better. 
But if the Mayor is a candidate for a trustee- 
ship he was playing the demagogue Friday 
evening. He raised the hopes of the mab of 
expectant Democrats. He catered to their 
ravenous appetites. 

But what do the people think of the Cre- 
gier ideas on the drainage scheme? If he or 
his nominees should be elected he or they 
would enter on the performance of his or 
their duties with the opinion that the lowest 
limit of expenditure shouid be 80 millions. 

Now the fact is that those who have given 
any serious investigation to this subject—and 
Mr. Cregier is not among the number—have 
come to the conclusion that the work can be 
done by honest and. efficient trustees for 
$15,000,000 or less—just half the sum named 
by Mr, Cregier as a minimum. The cost is 


not difficult of calculation, There will be 


about nine and a half miles of rock cut, in- 
volving the taking out of about 9,500,000 
cubic. yards (1,000,000 cubic yards to 
the mile) of rock by means of derricks and 
dynamite. The highest price figured for such 
work is $1 per cubic yard, and some figure as 
low as 66 cents per cubic yard. But ailow- 
ing the higher price, the rock cut will cost 
about $9,500,000. The dredging through the 
clay may cost $3,000,000, as the ditch to be 
cut has only to be half the size of that 
through the rock. And if the canai line 
be followed to Summit or Willow 
Springs considerable of the excava- 
tion is already made. Much of the remain- 
der of the distance to tne rock cut will 
undoubtedly follow the bed of the Desplaines 
River, which in many places has worn out a 
channel almost of che requiréd width and 
depth. Excavating clay and mud by steam 
dredges and dumping it on each side of the 
channel does not cost much per yard when 
the work is done on a large scale. This will 
leave $2,500,000 more for improvement of the 
Soutu Branch, land damages, incidental ex- 
penses, clerk hire, salaries, etc., during the 
progress of the cutting. The whole cost can 
be kept well within the 15 millions limit, or 
at the outside 16 millions; More especially 
as the rock cutting may not cost over eight 
or nine millions. The expenditure need not 
exceed one-half of Mayor Cregier's mischiev- 
ous estimate if honest, capable, prudent, act- 
ive men who comprehend what is Ao be done 
are elected trustees. If smail-fry politicians, 
party hacks, gampbler-bossed officials, brassy, 
gabby demagogues, boodle jobbers, or ignora- 
muses are elected trustees the cost of the work 
to the taxpayers of Chicago will come up to 
and surpass even Mayor Cregier's extrava- 
gant ideas. 


GERMAN LUTHERANS AND TRE COMPUL- 
SORY SCHOOL LAW. 

At the session of the German Luthéran 
Synod for the Missouri province, held in 
Baltimore last August, the presiding officer, 
the Kev. H. C. Schwann, took occasion to de- 
nounce the compulsory school laws then re- 
cently enacted by the States of [Illinois and 
Wisconsin. He declared that they were 
inimical and antagonistic to the German 
Lutheran parochial schools, and advised his 
coreligionists and fellow-countrymen to 
organize a movement for their repeal. Sub- 
sequently he announced that the synod 
„would adwise its members to support such 
candidates [for public dffice] only as will 
vote for the withdrawal of those laws. To 
accomplish this, he went on to gay, a com- 
mission would be appointed whose members 
wouid see to it that this policy, shall be car- 
ried out and who shall report from time to 
time. The commission would inquire into 
the character of all candidates and their 
position in regard to the [compulsory] schoo) 
laws, and a special fund would be estab- 
lished out of which should be paid the ex- 
penses of those inquiries.“ 

Ever since the deciaration of the Rev. Mr. 
Schwann anastonishing amount of misia- 
formation in reference to the purposes, the 
character, and the scope of the Illinois and 
Wisconsin Compulsory Education laws ap- 
pears to have been disseminated among the 
German Lutherans of both States. The 
statements of the Rev. Mr. Schwann and his 
fellow-delegates, that the laws in question 
were hostiie to the Lutherans asa body, op- 
posed to the principles of civil and religious 
liberty guaranteed by the Ooustitution, and 
that they aimed a blow at parental and pas- 
to-al authority, eto., have been accepted as 
true. Why such assertions have been per- 
mitted to pass unchallenged) hy intelligent 
German Lutherans itis difficult to under- 
stand. But they have, and various absurd 
stories have been based on them. The 
Springfield correspondent of Taz Tanten 
calis attention to one of the/most glaring 
of those fabrications in his dispatch printed 
yesterday. He says that cousiderable pub- 
““licity has been given to the statement that 
„% State School Superintendent Edwards had 
„ deeided that under the provisions of the 
% new Compulsory Education law the local 
“ poards of directors would be justified in re- 
“ fusing to allow children to attend parochial 
“schools, or those in which religion and 
** some of the foreign languages are taught.” 

The correspondent also quotes Assistant 
‘Superintendent Benedict as saying that. a 
rumor had been extensively circulated in the 
German districts that the State Superin- 
tendent had decided that “ parochial schools 
„should not be recognized as schools by the 
„school boards, because the sole aim of such 
“schools is to draw and keep away children 
“from public schools.” 

Of course there is not a particle of truth in 
either statement or rumor. There was no 
foundation for them. Prof. Edwards made 
no such decision, and, what is more, thé Com- 
pulsory School law of Ilunois will not war- 
rant any uch decision. It carefully guards 
against Interference with parental or pas. 
toral authority. It distinctly recognizes the 
parochfal and private school as an educa. 
tional agency equal in value and in useful- 
ness to the public schools. 

The principal section of the act is as fol- 
lows: 

Every person having under his control a child 
betweer the ages of 7 and 14 Shallannually cause 
such child to attend for at least sixteen weeks, 
eight weeks of which shall be consecitive, some

The definition here given of the school 
contemplated by the act surely applies to 
every German Lutheran school in the State 
of Illinois and in the United States. In all 
of them, in additon to German, English, 
reading, writing, and the history and 
geography of the United States are taucht. 
They are described by their patrons and 
teachers as German-English schools, That 
definition is accepted without question by 
the educationai authorities. There is not an 
insvance to the contrary. It is impossible to 
teach American-born children in any kind of 
a school without the vse of English. The 
teacher surely must use English in teaching 
arithmetic and United States history and 
geography. Be that as it may, however, it 
is assumed that the German Lutheran 
schools, as the German Catholic schools, and 
parochial schools generally, whetner Ger- 
man, Swedish, Bohemian, or French, are 
such schools as are required by the statute, 
that a child who attends such school sixteen 
weeks, eight being consecutive, receives 
such education as the law contemplates. 

There is, then, no excuse for German 
Lutheran clerical opposition to the Compul- 
sory Education law or for the wild rumors 
or malicious fabrications as to its being inter- 
preted in a spirit hostile to them or in antag- 
onism to their religious notions. The fact is 
that the law was urged by German Luther- 
ans. Mr. Fred Forch, a German Lutheran 
member of the Board of Education, and Mr. 
William Vocke, a German Lutheran ex-mem- 
ber, assisted in drafting the law. It was 
recommended by the Chicago School Board, 
having among its members three German 
Lutherans—Messrs. Forch, Nettelhorst, and 
Wenter—one Swedish Lutheran, Mr. Sundell, 
and six American Protestants, Messrs. 
Peck, McLaren, Stewart, Beale, Doolittle 
Jr., Fernald, out of a total of fifteen mem- 
bers. The misconcephon of the lilinois law 
and of the Wisconsin law, which is similar, 
dates back to the Baltimore Synod and the 
Rev. Mr. Schwann’s rather wild statement 
as to their character and purpose. It is time 
that they should be properly understood.

THE FARMERS FOR CHICAGO. 

Tue Farmers’ congress, a representative 
body of high standing, consisting of delegates 
appointed by the Governors of States or 
agricultural organizations, has expressed it- 
self thus on the question of the location of 
the World’s Fair as between this city and 
St. Louis: 

For Chicago—Alabama, 12; Colorado, 5; Flori 
da, 7: Lilinois, 28; Idaho, 2; Indiana, 17; Iowa, 
15; Kansas, 11; Kentucky, 14: Maine, 11; Michi- 
gun, 15; Onio, 24; Pennsylvania, 33; Texas, 14; 
North Carolina, M; Mississippi, 14; Delaware, 4, 
Wisconsin, 14. Total. 251. 

Against Chieago— Georgia, 15; Virginia, 14; 
Missouri, 19; Rhode Isiand. 6; New Jersey, 9. 
Total, 63. [The hatter two were for New Vork. 


The delegates from Georgia and Rhode 
Island in voting stated that while they voted 
as instructed their personal preferences were 
Chicago. The vote should be therefore 272 
to 42. 

Sensible granogers, who understood their 
business. Whether fromthe Nortg or the 
South they wanted no St. Louis in theirs if 
there was to be a Worid’s Exhibition in 
which they were to take part. They did not 
want to take their valuable stock where no 
foreign and but few home visitors would 
come to view it; where it would be eaten by 
insects, and would have Mississippi mud 
water instead of pure lake water to drink. 
They themselves did not want to spend the 
summer in a place which its own residents 
fly from when the hot, malarial season 
comes. They know that Chicago has a de- 
licious summer climate, and that their stock 
would drink of the pure, cool waters of Lake 
Michigan. They know also that a fair held 
here would be attended by thousands of 
stockmen from the Oid Worid, and hundreds 
of thousands from the New, and that their 
prospects of making something by their ex- 
hibits would be infinitely greater. 

As for New York, they would not for a mo- 
ment hear of going there. Tiree States 
alone—New Jersey, Connecticut, and one 
other—expressed an informal preference for 
her. The unpopularity of the Eastern city 
was due to the fact that if it were to get the 
Fair agriculture, horse and cattle raising, 
and such like great and important industries 
would be given the cold shoulder. Not an 
acre of ground would be allotted to them, 
while Chicago proposes to give them 500 
acres. 

In view of the vote which New York did 
not get from the South and tkat which Chi- 
cago did get, What headway can Maj. Jones 
of the tepublic make in turning over the 
votes of Southern and Southwestern Con- 
gressmen to New York? They will not 
antagonize their constituents. The Major 
will be unable to deliver the goods. 


THE REVOLUTION IN BRAZIL. 

The dangerous fre which has been smol- 
dering so long in Brazil has at last broken 
out in the flames of a political revolution, 
aud, almost without warning, Dom Pedro 
has been tumbled from his throne, the Im- 
berjal Ministers have been placed under 
arrest, a provisional government has been 
formed with Sefior da Fonseca as President, 
and a republic has been proclaimed, thus 
summarily interrupting and perhaps ending 
the existence of the last genuine monarchiea 
form of government on the American conti- 
nent, and, thus far, at least, without any 
material violence to life or danger to prop- 
erty. 

The political upheaval thus apparently suc- 
cessfuliy accomplished in the greatest of the 
South American rations was not due to op- 
pression or to any personal disiike of the 
aged Emperor or of his daughter, the heir 
apparent to the throne, On the other hand, 
Dom Pedro is a man of peaceful habits and 
kindly nature and much liked by his people. 
Ine causes date back some time, and are to 
be found in the abolition proclivities of the 
royal family. The Emperor himself was a 
mild abolitionist, favoring gradual emancipa- 
tion. His daughter, however, the Princess 
d’Eu, was à radical abolitionist, and her 
influence over the Emperor, whe is infirm in 
health and weighed down with the burdens 
of age; was all-powerful. The Emperor 
tcok the first step tewards universal 
freedom by giving his consent to a 
gradual scheme of emanvipation by which 
all the slaves would be free after a certain 
date, and which also provided methods by 
which slaves might purchase their freedom. 
The measure produced great dissatisfaction 


among the pianters and gave rise to agita- 


tions among them for a republican form of 
government. in the meantime this partial 
step towards abolition was not satisfactory 
to the Princess and her Orieanist husband, 
and during the absence of the Emperor in 
Europe in the spring of 1888, whither he had 
gone to repair his shattered health, the royal 
pair of abolitionists who were left in charge 
brought about the complete emancipation of 


the slaves, leaving the unfortunate’ planters 


without any means of supplying the places 
of their laborers and entailing the loss of 
their crops for that year. The negroes, like 
our own after emancipation, decided to take 
along rest alter their years of compulsory 
labor. They would not do any more work 
than was necessary to keep them alive, and 
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sympathized with the planters, for their 
pockets were touched by cfop failures and 
the inability of the latter to raise money, 
and the outcome of the general discon- 
tent has been this bloodiess revolution, 
which, for the time being at least, has 
turned Brazil into a republic. How long 
it will last is problematical and depends 
largely upon the army, the sympathies of 
which are as yet somewhat uncertain. It is 
also significant that the populace is hoiding 
itself aloof from the revoluuonacy move- 
ment. It this be true, and the army should 
remain lo; al to the Emperor, he, or, in his 
place, his courageous daughter and her hus- 
band. may yet reseat him upon the throne 
and punish tne conspirators who upset him 
so suddenly and discourteously. Even in 
this case, however, there can be little doubt 
that the days of tte Brazilian Empire will be 
numbered when Dom Pedro shuffles off his 
mortal coil. Should the Republicans, on the 
Other hand, succeed in maintaining their 
hold upon the Government they may make 
an effort to undo the emancipation act and 
restore it to the gradual form again. In that 
case the sympathy of the world would go out 
to Dom Pedro, who gave his consent to com- 
plete emancipation. In any event the out- 
come will be watched with much interest, as 
the well-being of a country almost as large 
as our own is affected by the events now 
transpiring there.

A TARIFF FOR REVENUE ONLY. 

Occasionally Democrats are found who 
protest that their party does not favor free 
trade or the abolition of custom-house taxa- 
tion, but “a tariff? for revenue only.”” In 
fact, however, a tariff for revenue alone is 
practically the same thing as free trade. Ad- 
vocates of free trade do not object to all tariff 
duties, Dut only to those which operate to 
protect home industries. They understand 
that the Government must levy taxes for its 
support and they do not object to putting a 
levy on imports when the full amount of the 
enhanced cost of the article goes into the 
Treasury. In other words, free-traders have 
no objection to non-protective tariff taxes 
levied on articles such as are not produced in 


| this country. With entire consistency free- 


traders could levy duties, for instance, on 
tea and coffee. These products are not 
grown in the United States and a duty 
on them would not foster or benefit any 
home industry or enable producers in this 
country to charge more than English or 
European prices. Such duties would simply 
secure money for the Treasury without pro- 
tecting or helping any home interest; 
or, in other words, would be “a tar- 
iff for revenue only.” <Any duty on 
a competitive import is a tariff for 
protection to that extent. A tariff of the 
Democrati¢ churacter would not be opposed 
to the free-trade theory, but would be de- 
structive to the principle of protection. A 
tariff for revenue oaly means the coilection 
of dutiés solely on articles not produced in 
this country, or produced scantily, and hence 
no protection to any home interest. 

David A. Wells, who ranks among the 
highest free-trade authorities and writers in 
this country, thus defines a tariff for reve- 
nue only: 


It is levied in such a way as to carefully avoid 
all protection and to bring into the public Treas- 
ury all that accrues from the payment of the tax. 
The existing tariff of Great Britain is a revenue 
tariff answering to this definition. Under this 
tariff ordinary import duties are levied only upon 
Six articles or classes Of articles, none of which, 
it is assumed, are the product of the United 
Kingdom—viz.: cocoa, tea, chicory, dried fruits, 
tobacco, and ‘spirituous 'iquors. The other du- 
ties are levied to countervaul excise or other in- 
land taxes which are imposed for purposes of 
revenue upon corresponding British productions, 
as, for instance, distilied spirits in Various 
forms, malt liqudérs, gold and silver plate, play- 
ing-vards, etc. Under the operation of this tar- 
iff Ds constituted what is called “ British free 
trade.“ 


This is a correct statement. Any kind of a 
tax, whether on lands or goods, on home 
products or imports, necessarily interferes 
with absolute or ideal freedom of commerce, 
but in a practical sense a man is a free-trader 
when he opposes any tax which bars out un- 
restrained foreign competition, demands the 
repeal! of all duties which protect home in- 
dustry, and will tolerate only those which 
operate merely to bring revenue into the 
Treasury without giving Jabor or capital any 
protection, the object being to cut down 
prices to the English level. Whether known 
as a free-tfader or by any other name such a 
man is an uncompromising enemy of the 
protective principle, and for that reason de- 
mands that tariff taxation shall be “for 
revenue only.” Of course such a system 
would secure the country Britisn prices 
for goods and would atso cut down Ameri- 
can labor in about the same degree. The one 
is the inevitable consequence of the other, 
just as effects follow causes. 


THE CATHOLIC TEMPERANCE CRUSADE. 

The recent vigorous and explicit declara- 
tion of the Roman Catholic Congress, con- 
demning tne sale of liquor on Sunday, is al- 
ready beginning to bear fruit. The church 
authorities of Baltimore, headed by Cardinal 
Gibbons bimseli, will begin their crusade by 
holding a great mass-meeting today in which 
they will. not only respond to the 
appeal of the iaity by using their 
influence to close the Sunday grog shops, 
but will also array memselves on the side of 
a high tax system to restrict the evil during 
every other day in the week. In this great 
work the Cardinal will have the assistance of 
Bishop Ireland, the great Catholic temper- 


} ance apostie of Minnesota, to whose efforts 


is largely due the excellent high tax and 
local option law of that State. which has 
worked so admirably in St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
and other cities, and all over the State, and 
done such splendid missionary work, es- 
pecially among the members of his church in 
that diocese. Bishop Ireland is thoroughly 
acquainted with the question from his long 
experience in dealing with the liquor evil 
and his association with the advocates of 
high license both inside and outside of his 
church. His knowledge of the law ard the 
best methods for setting it in successful 
operation and his practical, business- 
like habits will make him an excellent coua- 
selor. If his advice is followed there is lit- 
tle doubt that the church, whieh is strong 
in Maryland, will have influence enough to 
secure the passage of a good and effective 
law betore long and to take immediate steps 
for closing up the saloon business on Sun- 
days. 

As the Sunday crusade against wide-open 
sale of whisky will thus have the sanction of 
the Cardinal and other high authorities of 

e church, no good reason will remain why 
the clergy in other cities, and especially in 
Chicago, should not use their influence in 
sympathy with the Baltimore movement to 
close the Sunday saloons which are kept by 
members of their communions. In this city 
it will not be necessary for them to take up 
the question of high license, for we have 
such a law already, or at least not uatil the 
time when public sentiment is ready for a 
further increase of the license tax, but they 
can do a great work in closing up the whisky 
shops and low groggeries on Sunday, which 
will tend to restrict the evil iu large degree 
and reduce the amount of drunkenness. The 
movement in Baltimore covers a much 
larger ficid, as it is aimed at substituting 
high license for one 0 low as 
to. be tantamount to the unrestrict- 
ed sale of whisky. Three grades of 
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land has his way the largest amount will be 


recognized as the most practical and success- 
ful method ot restricting the saloon evil. It 
may be some time yet before the scruples 
and selfish ends of politicians can be over- 
come, but the Roman Catholic Church is not 
in the habit of turning ite band from the 
plow when it sets itself to accomplish a 
given purpose, and now that it has begun the 
work of fighting intemperance the outcome 
will be watched with interest. In the mean- 
time the Chicago Catholic ciergy ought not 
to be laggards in the cood work. 


THE AUDITORIUM AND THE ITALIAN 
OPERA REVIVAL 

The erection of the Auditorium and iis 
forthcoming dedication to operatic and other 
musical uses mark as distinct a musical pe- 
riod in the history of Chicago as that which 
tne Crosby Opera-House inaugurated in 1865. 
It will be remembered that the latter struct- 
ure marked the inception end triumphant 
progress of the Italian opera for several 
yeara. Then the popular interest begau to 
wane. Fashion tired of the mellifiuous Ital- 
lan. There was an interregnum of opera 
bouffe, initiated with the Grand Duchess,” 
followed by the “Pinafore” craze, which in 
turn served to introduce a multitude of light 
operas and adaptations which still hold the 
stage to a greater or less degree. These, 
however, have never appealed to fashion, but 
as fashion must have an outlet it speedily 
found it in the German opera, Which soon 
entered upon a career of extraordinary popu- 
larity. The Italian opera made a few spas- 
modic efforts to compete with it, whieh were 
failures, and then definitively abandoned the 
tieid and left it to its rival. 

Has the time come for the revivul of Ital- 
ian opera? The present experiment will aa- 
swer this question, for that object was one 
among others which promoted the concep 
tion of the Auditorium Building. The con- 
test will be an interesting one, for in the 
same magnificent structure which will allow 
of such a presentation of Italian opera as has 
never been witnessed in this country before, 
and with the most powerful troupe ever or- 
ganized, later on German opera will have the 
same advantage, and with a troupe of pro- 
poruonate streugth will assert its claims for 
the superiority. There is this difference, 
however, between the movement of 1889 and 
that of 1865. The Crosby Opera-House was 
only local in its influence. Italian opera was 
already firmly established in this country 
when Zucchi, Kellogg, Massimiliani, Beilini, 
aud the others appeared upon its boards, and 
all that was accomplished was the localizing 
of this school of opera in Chicago. Now it 
has no recogaized footing in this country. 
The Auditorium will witness the attempt to 
revive it, not for Chicago only, but for the 
whole United States. 

In preparing for this musical resurrection 
the Auditorium Association has stopped at 
no expense. It has constructed the largest 
and most beautiful opera-house in the United 
States, if not in the world, with a stage of 
unrivaled capacity and every equipment and 
mechanical. agency known to modern dra- 
matic art. it has gatnered together an un- 
preceden ted combination of artists, headed 
by the acknowledged greatest prima donna 
and tenor of the Italian school. Its réper- 
toire is made up of representative new operas 
and the best of the old time favorites. 
company has been organized expressly for 
the Auditorium and is to be brought directly 
from Europe to Chicago, simply landing in 
New York from the steamer. For the first 
time in the history of this country a great 
European attraction skips New York and the 
Eastern cities and makes its débutin tne greut 
Western metropolis. Chicago is evidently 
coming to the front when she imports her 
own artists and plaves the seal of her ap- 
proval upon them. She is emancipated from 
musical as she was some time since from 
dramatic dependence upon New York. It is 
no longer necessary for us to wait until that 
city has pronounced its verdict upon artists. 
That time has gone by, and hereafter Chi- 
cago, like New York, London, und Paris, 
will do her part in setting musical and 
dramatic fashions. That the season will be 
a successful one goes without saying. There 
will ve a widespread desire to see the Au- 
ditorium not only here but all over the West, 
and, considering the standing of the artists 
and the immense investment made to pro- 
vide exceptional facilities and promote the 
comfort of patrons, the prices of admission 
are reasonable as compared with past seasons 
of opera in smaller houses. Twenty-one 
performances, including opening night, for 
$60, and from that to $20, is at the rate of 
$2.85 for the best seats, and boxes at $600 for 
twenty-one performances would be less than 
$24 per night or about $4.80 per seat, as tive 
voupons are issued for each box. It will be 
& memorable occasion, and when the Italians 
have had their say, later on the Germans 
will present their argument and the popular 
verdict will be given. The signs of the 
times indicate an Italian renaissance, but the 
Germans are obstinate. Fortunately the new 
city is big enough to hold both. 


More Boodle in Sight. 


Certain City Hall officials are eagerly advocat- 
ing the sale of the Gage farm at Riverside at 
this time. They urge that the property would 
fetch $300,000 at this time and that tne money 
could be immediately utilized for extending the 
electric-light plant of the city. Why this sudden 
anxiety to dispose of the property? Is there a 
private-suap game in contemplation? The prop- 
erty in question has gone on steadily increasing 
in value for several years, It is worth more than 
$300,000 now. It will be worth $600,000 or $1,000,- 
000 four or six years hence. Indeed, the prospect 
that it will increase in value is excellent. A 
new railroad, the Madison & Northern, an ad- 
junct of the Illinois Central, runs through the 
farm. When it is completed it is understood 
that it will be devoted almost wholly to subur- 
ban traffic. This will of course greatly enhance 
the value of property along the line of road, 
and the Gage farm Will have more than its pro- 
portion of increased value, The city should hold 
on to it for some time longer. No. city property 
shouid be disposed of as long as the rotten Roes- 
ing Aidermen are in a majority in the Couneil. 
A saie would lead to too many private-snap ar- 
rangements. If the Council practices needful 
economy next yeur $250,000 can be appropriated 
for extending the électfic-light plant without 
interfering with any other legitimate municipal 
enterprise. 


Congress and the Worid’s Fair. 

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE properly takes the 
ground that Congress should make a liberal ap- 
propriation for the World's Fair to be located 
in Chicago. The same may be truly said in re- 
gard to the Fair if, contrary to ail present indica- 
tions, it should be located in ary other city. No 
singie community should be asked to raise tne 
$12,000,000 or so that the Fair would cost. It will 
be a Fair lor the whole country and the whole 
Western Hemisphere, and should be endowed in 
part by the General Government.—Chicago 
Journal,

is could be conddeted as a local enterprise with 
merely the benign countenance of the great 
American nation, a sub-committee of some kind 
in Chicago has been paraaing a bill, which it was 
designed to present to Congress, authorizing the 
holding of a Worid's Fair in Chicago tn 1892, pro- 
viding for a Government exhibit, and directing 
the President to give notice to foreign govern- 
ments that the United States is interested, in a 
pleasant, amateurish way, in the little affair. 

This is weil as far as it goes, but unfortunately 
it halts of anything like adequate performance. 
Chicago expects to put its $5,000,000 into the en- 
terprise and take its chance of a return, but no 
one not a sub-cOmmitteemian supposed that 
$5,000,000 would cover the cost or that less than 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 would be at all effective.

‘Congressman Townsend Says the West 
Wants More silver Coinage and a 
Stricter Law Regarding the Importa- 
tion of Lead Ore—The New State of 
Washington a Field for Explorers sod 
Hunters— Woman's Vanity Helping to 
Destroy Mormonism. 


** What the West will work for in Congress 
this winter,“ said Hosea Townsend, the member 
of Congress from Colorado, is a larger coinage 
of silver, some legislation on irrigation, and a re- 
adjustment of the tariff on lead ore. The silver 
question vitally concerns the whole West. From 
whatl have seen I believe the sentiment of the 
country is kinder toward silver than it has been 
for years, and I look for some favorable legisia- 
tion this winter. The idea of a common silver 
coin for the three Americas, which will likely be 
recommended by the International Conference, 
i a good one. What we want is 
free and unlimited coinage. If we 
can’t have that, something like the 
Bland bill will be of great help. The increase of 
coinage which that bill provides would bring sil- 
ver up to par.

She believed, as a child be- 
heves, that nature is friendly, 
and when she found it inimical 
she beat her heart out against 
the adamantine walls which 
shut us away from all knowledge 
of the reason of things. She 
wrote: : 

My ryouth! Mustit then be 
penal between the dining room 
and domestic worries?, A wom- 
an's lite is only from 16 to 10. 
‘ I tremble at the ideaof losing 
a month of my life. Why, 
then, have I studied, tried to know 
more than other women, priding 
myself on knowing all the sciences 
which one attributes to illustrious 
men! It is true that when 
1 put myself to itI find everything 
interesting, and that gives me a 
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„ AVRIL, 1884.“ 


real fever. Why, then, have I studied, thought! 
Why possess singing, intelligence, beauty? Ig- 
norant, stupid, I should perhaps be happy, 

In 1877 Mme. Bashkirtseff decided to re- 
main in Paris, and Marie, as an art student, 
entered the Atelier Julian, which she calls 
‘the only serious one for women!” From 
this time she lived at a fever heat. She 
thirsted forfame. She could not wait for 
the Muse to speak. She would force it. Per- 
haps she blindiy felt that she had no time to 
spare—alas, too truly! We mourn Keats for 
his lost possibilities—we must mourn poor 
Marie for hers. 

Although working continually in the 
atelier, devoting eight hours a day to her 
painting, she found time to write in her jour- 
nal; to ph‘losophize about love: 


WHAT SHE THOUGHT OF LOVE. 


I do not comprehend how any one can find 
one’s self unhappy about anything whatever 
coming from one whom we love. How I 
shall love if I ever do love! I believe 
that Iam stupid not to occupy myself with the 
only thing that is worth the trouble—the only 
thing which gives every happiness; which makes 
all misery forgotten; love, ves, love evidently. 

Lore accomplishes the miracje of the 
mingling of souls. II is an illusion, but 
what of that? That which one believes to be, 
exists. It is | who tell you so. Love makes 
the world seem whatitought tobe. ... Hl 
were God! . Well, what then? 

M. Bastien-Lepage conquers and entrances 
her artistic soul. Over other men whom she 
has met in her short, warm life, she has 
rbapsodized in her strange journal; but ber 
master passion, One that endures to the last 
moments of both their lives, is for this mas- 
terof French art. One of her vagaries is 
that what sbe harbors for him is a maternal 
feeling, calm and tender.” Among the 
pathetic closing pages we find: 

I can no longer go out, but poor Bastien- 
Lepage goes out; he is carried here, installs 
himself in an easy chair, his legs stretched out 
on cushions, 1 quite near on anotger easy chair, 


and like that untilGo’clock. I am dressed in 
a muss of lace, of plush, all white but different 


1884. After it was sent in she was in an 
agony of disappointment because the jury 
only received it as a number three.“ 

(March 24) Iam only received with a number 
8 and cannot be on the line; noteven that. This 
is a profound discouragement and oue without 
hope; it is nobody's fault, since I have no talent. 
0 Yes, this has truly shown me that if I did 
not hope in my art I would die at once. 

(March 381) Have done scarcely § any- 
thing, my picture will be badly placed anal 
shall not havea medal. I put myself in a hot 
bath and I spit blood. It is stupid, you will say; 
possibly; but I have no more wisdom. I am d 
couraged and half mad with my struggles 
against everything. Enfin—what is to be suid? 
to be done? It this continues I shall live eight- 
een months, but if I were a little tranquill 
might live twenty years vet. An! never, 
never, never! I have never touched the depth 
of despair until today! To say to my- 
selr It is neither circumstances, nor my family, 
nor the world; it is my lack of talent! Ah! It 
is too horrible, for there is no appeal, no 
power, human or divine! 

Poor, dying girl! Poor, süffering child! 
Let.us dry our eyes and turn to the brighter 
light which, thank Heaven! shone on the 
few months (fewer than even those she had 
set as tne shortest span) that still sep- 
aratea her from her grave. 

Emile arrives at 11. I go down astonished. 
He has a crowd of good things to tell me. 
have had a real success. He says: I saw Ol- 
lendorff yesterday, who told me that it it were 
the work of a Frenchman the State would have 
bought it. ‘Ah, a clever man, M. Bashkirtseff!’ 
Then I told him you were a young girl, and, I 
added, pretty. No! Heconid not get over it. 
Indeed, every one speaks of it to me as a great 
success.“ Ah! I begin to believe it a little, but 
for fear of believing too much I do not permit 
myself to feel satisfaction but with reserves of 
which you have no idea! Enfin!, I shall be the 
last to beheve that the world believes in me. 

Jean et Jaques was also a salon picture. 
Two little bro ners going to school. Life, no 
idealism there, but that magic touch which 
shows us Johnny and Jimmy as we see them 
every day. They are honest and we lke 
them. 

But we approach the end. On May 5, in 
the midst of her artistic triumph, she writes 
the melancholy words: 

To die. These sre words which one says and 
one writes easily. but to think, to deli-ve that 
one will die soon! Do I believe it?s No, but I 
fear 11. 1 have been too much agitated. 
I die ot it. It is logical, bat it is horrible. 

The unfinished picture, La Rue,“ where- 
of the incompleteness tormented her last 
moments, represents a bench on one of the 
boulevards, a man sitting on it, one of those 
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3 MADAME P. B. 
who have lost their place in the world—a 
“déclassé.”’ (Its imperfect condition forbids 


‘our reproducing it.) 


Iam taken with a frenzied anxiety before this 
discovered treasure, | If it were to escape me; it 
I were not to be able to doit; if the time were 
wanting——, but as my picture is made in my 
head I am tranquil. | 

My picture is sketgned in color, but I am not 
strong. I must often rest. This morning 
I believed myself to be at the point of capitulat- 
ing—that is to say, of going to bed and doing no 
more—then immedidétely a little strength re- 
turned to me and I went again to seek for some- 
thing for the picture.) Listen? If I have no talent 
Heaven mocks me, because it inflicts upon me 
all the tortures of gegius. 

That.is the end. The half finished picture 
marks the broken thread of life. Her jour- 
nal actually bholdg an. entry made | only 
eleven days before her death! That little 
book has made her sufferings, ber exkalta- 
tions, her disappointments, and her triumphs 
a common possession. We are not often 
given the sight of a human soul so full of 
knowledge and yet so pure.

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BABY LIONS. 

The young lions are the most valuable of 
the babies. They were born in Chicago, at 
the corner of Randolph and Ann streets. 
The male is the older. He was born last 
Christmas Eve, and the female five weeks 
afterward. Both were brought to the park 
and raised on the bottle.“ They are healthy 
infants dnd seem to have lost nothing by the 
separation from their mothers. Playfolas a 
pair of kittens, they lie down to rest only 
when they can frolicno longer. They have 
a strange companion—a. 9 dog that 
worries them more than the flies. This 
little dog was placed in the cage five 
months ago and is so much at home 
there that he is uneasy when he is taken 
from the cage. He is as playful as the babies 
and when he tries can whip the former, as 
they never strike hard blows and do httle 
more than grumble when he carries out a 
flank movement and takes a half vicious nip. 
He is afraid of nothing, and has attempted 
to pick à quarrel with his next-door neigh- 
bor, a big tiger. Some time ago another dog 
was placed in the cage and in an instant tne 
three jumped at him, the pup being the most 
ee.

a THE BABY OF BUFFALO BILL. 

One of the valued babies of the park has 
not been christened yet. He is the son of 
Billy, the big buffalo. He was born last 
spring and alreadv weighs as much as a 2- 
yeur-old heifer. He is a vigorous calf, ugly 
as an ogre and as skittrsh as au old maid. 
He roams about the pasture, grunting like a 
hog, and when he finds a place mat seems 
particularly promising for the accumulation 
of dirt lies down. Hs can’t be blamed for 
this trait, for he inherits it with that ease 
with which a person inherits consumption or 
a large estate. He is like Billy, his father. 
in every respect, and has a restless look in 
his eyes as if he would like to be in Oshkosh, 
New Jersey, or any other country than Liu- 
coln Park. He is the second caif raised 
from the herd, the other being a healthy 
yearling now. As the buffaio, owing to the 
encroachments of civilization on the one 
hand and tue savage on the other, is becom- 
ing extinct rapidly, the baby of the herd is 
looked upon as a prize. 

Around the basin containing the seal and 
sea lions here is always a crowd. Some of 
the sea lions have been sold and there are 
only eight remaining. The solitary seal is 
extremely exclusive in his habits. Like a 
Pharisee he considers himself beter than 


the puhlican sea lions, and lets them come to 
the front to bark and amuse the spectators 
while he keeps under water, except when it 
is necessary to come to the surface to obtain 
abreath of park air. The sea lions were 
added during the year, but they con- 
sider themselves as much at home as 
if they had been in Chicago 
since before the fire,’ and therefore to be 
counted as relics of a by-gone civilization. 
They do not always dwell together in har- 
mony, but pursve their peculiar method of 
warfare, complacentiy lunching off each 
other’s lower jaws. This is about the only 
vulnerable point in a sea lion’s anatomy, and 
one of them looks as if he had been through 
twice the patties of the War of Roses, 
for his lower jaw is gone and his teeth 
protrude from raw flesh. Otherwise he 
is counted as the hea!thiest animal in the 
basin. It is not an easy matter to keep such 
animals in good health, and everything de- 
pends on their food. Once a day small fish

lions, and once a week the diet is varied, each 
being given doses of sulphur and castor oi! 
and a choice selection of gravel. A few small 
cobble stones make life in captivity bearable 
to — sea lion. If a sea lion has half a dozen 
cobble stones in his stomach for ballast he 
can lie on his back all day with his head out 
of water and yelp at the people on the bank.

is to approach the yard in which are kept the 
cashmere goats. There he will find the de- 
lightfui flavors of the slaughtering pen and 
the glue factory mixed with a scentof the 


Chicago River and a touch of thé sewer vent. 
Ine goats are always anxious to welcome 
visitors, peanuts, handkerchiefs, and duns 
that have come through the mail. With 
the cashmere goat everything goes. He is 
not a proud nor a fastidious animal. A little 
dirt forms a relish to his food. Anything a 
person doesn’t want may be bestowed in 
charity upon the goat. The two old rams 
from a front view look like a couple of sanc- 
tified elders in the Mormon Cnurch, and 
many a man with fire-escape whiskers has 
looked at those goats and wished he could 
raise such a beard. The curiosities of the 
inclosure are a pair of kids, born last spring. 
They have the same ravenous appetites as 
their elders, and many a young man dressed 
in the loud checks of an English butcher’s 
boy has found their mouths a ready recepta- 
ole for his cigarette ends. The kids are 
looked upon as valuable acquisitions, but the 
stock needs new blood. 

The pets of the menagerie are the fawns. 
Eight young Goer have been raised during 
the year. me were born in May, others in 
Jute, and the last in September. They are 
quite tame ana crowd up to the wires to be 
petted by the children. They are by no 


means rare, but their beauty and affection | 
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make them popular beyond almost anything 
else in the park. Near them is kept an inter- 
esting family of elks. Neliie, the mother, 
has added four sons to the park menagerie, 
the youngest, Pete, having been born last 
May. Pete was a great pet when he was a 
few weeks old, but he has grown too heavy 
for a strong man to lift. The elkis becoming 
scarce, and Pete is considered valuabie. 
Nellie is exceedingly docile and seems proud 
ot her family. 

Two young beaver sportin the pond, They 
are shy when visitors are around, but keep 
righton sawing wood with their teeth and 
building dams. They are handsome babies 
and Keeper Charlie takes much pride in 
them. The fish otters concluded not to nave 
any children this year. Theyare restiess in 
captivity and probably will not breed. The 
rabbits raised several large families, while 
some bave become grandfathers and grand- 
mothers, and several young wild rabbits are 
hopping around the inclosure. Perhaps fifty 
or sixty have been added to the stock. Half 
a dozen young prairie dogs are kicking up tne 
sand in the little dog town and seem to be as 
strong as their elders, though this is not gen- 
erally true with those bornin captivity. Two 
of the bomeliest babies are the woodchucks. 
They are quite tame. 

DEATH AMONG THE INFANTS. 

There have been deaths in the family of 
infants during the year. Two black bear 
cubs were born, but they did not live long. 


Two others were contributed to take their 


‘places. They came to the park when they 


were about the size of kittens and have 
grown until now they are the ysize of young 
Newfoundlands. They are clumsy as plow- 
boys, but ever ready fora frolic. The wildeats 
attempted to increase the populaiioa of the 
park and three kittens came into the world 
blind as bats. Keeper Charlie gave them as 
much care as thougu they were human, Dut 
the cage had to be draped in mourning for 
them. Charlie bas had far better success 
with an old white cat, and one of his treas- 
ures has been a litter of kittens without a 
dark hair on one of tnem. They are pets 
with the women and children, and he has 
hard work to refuse ali pleadings for the 
prizes. On neariy every one is the peculiari- 
ty of a blue eye and a gray eye. 

The birds began to court each other early 
in the spring, mated and hatched their 
young. As the leaves were beginoing to 
spread out, two of the stately swans began to 
sit upo’ nights. Now there are two youngsters 
on the lake, ungainly, long-necked, homely, 
but accomplished swimmers. The ducks 
and the geese have their little. flocks 
about them and half a dozen young 
wild geese are learning to scream and 
seem contented away from the wild rice 
ponds. On the land the chickens have raised 
big broods and the peafowis have hatched 
their young. There is no telling whether 
the peafowls are lords or ladies, for their 
plumage is of the color ofachunk of the 
Chicago River dried. They-~fraternize well 
with the curiosity of the place, a half pea- 
fowl and balf guineafowl, which is one of 
the new pets of the houseyard, and there is 
no quarreling over fresh, juicy worms 
Young pigeons are plentiful about the place, 
but the quail would not mate. Romeo and 
Juliet also refused to be as loving as the 
young Itatians. Romeo and Juliet are sand- 
hillcranes. Juliet is a cripple, having lost 
one foot in the snare. She hobbies around 
with the aid of her stump, but her mis- 
fortune bas made her bashful and she will 
not respond to Romeo’s advances.

Lincoln Park’s 
antelope is always weeping silently over the 
ignominy of being mated with a llama. 
There is no chance for any increase io this 
direction. and the Only cause for placing the 
two dissimilar animals together is that 
neither can jump a four-foot fence, for the 
prairie bred antelope is unlike the deer in 
the matter of clearing an obstruction, 

Lincoln Park is more interesting than ever. 
Thousands of dollars could not buy the 
year’s addition to the menagerie, and prepa- 
rations are being made for the increase that 
may be expected next year. For good oreed- 
ing in some lines new blood must be brought 
in, and when that is acquired Keeper Charlie 
will bave one of the most interesting breed- 
ing farms in the country, The young of the 
wild animals in captivity are objects of great 
care. but they are apt to die in infancy. 
They always attract more visitors than their

GERMANY’S FLOATING EXPOSITION. 


The Great Ship That Is to Make a German 
Fair in Every Port on the Globe. 

Ilauatrirte Zeitung: From an economical 
poiat of view the great Iuternational Expo- 
sitions have heretofore been considered the 
best means of disposing of the overproduc- 
tion of different industries, because they ex- 
tend the field of commerce. On the other 
hand, an ever-increasing number of voices 
bas of late years been raised against modern 
expositions, naming as their chief disadvan- 
tage the great expense. considering the short 
duration of the exhibitions and the doubt- 
ful vesuits. In regurd to exhibitions in their 
usual form, and the immense buildings 
erected for the reception of exported sam- 
ples, experience has taught that the only true 
way to make foreign tradesmen and consum- 
ers buy is by convincing them that they will 
finda demand in their own countries for 
German manufactures, and to open business 
with the respective firms. Considerations 
of this kind long ago led to tie idea of build- 
ing a so-called floating store-house for sam- 
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ples. The Deutscher Exportverein formu- 
lated a plan fora German national floating 
exposition, which should be continually sup- 
plied with novelties, and. should visit all of 
the principal ports in regular succession, 
Opening its rooms not only to business-men, 
but, by the variety of its exhibits, attracting 
people of tne town and also of the surround- 
ing country. In order to carry out this plan 
a committee was formed, which included a 
number of well-known manufacturers, 
through whose efforts the completion of the 
exposition already seems assured. 

As wil be seen by the accompanying illus- 
tration, the floating exposition palace has 
taken the form of a gigantic steamship, witb- 


out masts or rigging, but covered witb large. 


and small structures with towers and cupo- 
las. The enormous steamer, which is to bear 
the name of Kuiser Wilbelm, wili have three 
decks like tue first-class German Lloyu's 
ships, and will be provided with all the latest 
techuical improvements, as well as with the 
best appointments for comfort, so that it in 
itself will bear witness to German industrial 
progress. it will be the largest seaworthy 
vessel, for its length will be about 560 feet, 
its breadth 69 feet, and its height 44 feet. 
The exposition rooms—eight large, hien sa- 
loons with galleries—are to be on the mid- 
dle deck, the sleeping rooms for the crew 
and passengers on the main deck, the dining- 
rooms and restaurants on the upper deck, 
while the ladies’ saloon, reading, smoking, 
and music rooms, as well as the various 
booths, will be arranged on the promenade 
deck. All of the rooms are to be provided 
with proper ventilation, electric light, and 
steam heat. Special care will be taken of the 
exhibits, so as to protect them from atmos- 
pheric and otner injurious influences, and 
they will be arranged in such a manner as to 
make the most favorable effect on visitors. 
There will also be a sufficient number of mo- 
tors to show the machinery in operation. 

The plan of the Exposition was 
drawn and will be carried out by Bernhard 
Schaede of Berlin, an architect whois well 
known by his work in the line ot decorative 
art. The management and control will be 
vested in a Board of Directors, whose duty it 
will be to attend to business transactions in 
the names of the exhibiters, uniess they pre- 
fer to represent their own interests, or send 
agents, in which latter case cheap passage 
tickets will ve provided. This exhibition will 
be equivalent to a number of international ex- 
hibiuons, and it will be less expensive for 
each exhibiter to send exhibits than it would 
be for him to participate in one ordinary ex- 
position. Besides its special object, the new 
steamer will, in every respect, facilitate jour- 
neys around the world for study or pleasure. 
It is expected thata trip around the world 
will take two years, during which time the 
steamer will stop at each of the ports visited 
(about eighty in all) from threeto fourteen 
days, according to the importance of the 
place. The starting point is Hamburg, where 
opportunity will be offered to those interest- 
ed to investigate the great undertaking. 


NEVER DRINK IN BUSINESS HOURS. 


A Rule That Is Now Generally Lived Up 
To in New York. 

New York World: A wealthy broker, who 
is popular about town, chanced toenter a café 
just off Wall street the middle of one after- 
noon last week. He found a number of men 
seated around a table enjoying themselves, 
and his entrance was greeted with vocifer- 
ous exclamations of delight. A chair was 
pulled up to the tabie, aud he was invited to 
join the party. He shook his head. 

“Tam sorry, gentlemen.“ he said, “but it 
is an inflexible rule with me never to drink 
during business hours. I had a partner once 
who was ruined through drinking one glass of 
sherry, and that taught me a lesson.“ 

The story was one of the traditions of 
Wallstreet, though it occurred not so many 
years ago. The victim was a wen- know 
broker with aseatin the exchange and a 


good reputation among his fellow brokers. . 


He, up to this particular dav, carefully avoided 
indulging in even one drink until after the 
exchange closed. He was interested in a large 
transaction in stocks the result of which 
did not appear to be likely to be reached for 
several days at least. He went out with a 
friend to get some lunch, and drank one giass 
of sherry. He returned to his office, and 
finding everything quiet there went out 
again. He had intended to go directly to the 
exchange floor, but the taste of that glass 
of sherry still lingering in his month he 
thought he would drop in and have another. 
His friend, being an interesting talker, 
and having uo business ou hand himself, was 
in no hurry to leave, and from one giass of 
sberry n went to a number. and 4 o’clock bad 
arrived before the broker returned to con- 
sciousness of business. When he returned 
to his office he took up the tape, and to his 
horror found that tne stock in which he had 
been dealing bad gone down five points, 
completely wiping out bis margin. Ine decline 
had been gradual, and, had he gone on the 
exchange floor when he started to go, he 
could have got off with small loss. As it was, 
he lost $60,000, and that at a critical time 
when other transactions bore heavily upon 
him. He left tne street that night a ruined 
mao. 

if anybody believes that this case has not 
had its effect upon the brokers of the street, 
let bim try to induce one of them to take a 
drink during the busy hours. If be is a 
broker of any repute the chances are ten 
to one that be will refuse. If he does accept 
the chances are just as great that his busi- 
ness is all over for the day, and that ne nas 
nothing to lose. It is not so much the danger 
of becoming intoxicated asit is the loss of 
time to most of them. The workiag hours 
of the broker are shart, but there is a con- 
tinual hustie from the time that he arrives 
on the street iu the morning until he goes 
home at night. This is true not only of 
brokers but of busiaess-men generaliy. In 
the office of a big co:omission house on Duane 
street the other day a man invited the head 
of the house out to lanch. 

„Wen have a light lunch and a bottle of 
wine,” he said. 

No,“ said the proprietor firmly. “I never 
touch a glass of liquor of any kind until after 
1 get through with my business. 

This same merchant had bitter experience 
several months ago. He started out witha 
customer toenjoya ligut lunch, and ai 6 
o’clock at night one of his employés found 
the two with a dozen bottles that had been 
full of Rhine wine on the table in front of 
them. It was a week before this merchant 
returned to business, and through the neg- 
lect of certain matters of which only he had 
cognizance a contract worth in Lhe aggregate

“Iam not good, at least I have no 
natural goodness, which is the only true 
kind and which I love and admire more than 
anything. I am not good by mstinct, but by 
refiection and by my will.” 

What is certain is, that she is adored by 
her friends of both sexes. It is true 
she inspires as much intense hatred 
as she does devoted friendship. 
Witness certain abominable books 
written about her, the last of which 18 
“Dinah Samuel,” by Feliclen Champsaur. 
But one understands that a woman in her 
position is often exposed to draw upon her- 
self a man’s rancor—and that there are some 
who do not hesitate to commit an infamous 
vengeance. As to women, she has many 
occasions of provoking their professional 
and other jealousy, and it needs nothing 
more to explain the already old scandal 
created by the galling volume of. her former 
friend, Marie Columbier. We know the 
antique apologue:

Fou shine,” replied the lat 
ter. Moral: All grandeur has its dark sides, 
and it is difficult not to believe something of 
all the venomous things said about ulustri- 
ous persons. 


BOUND TO PARIS THIS WINTER—THEN AMEBR-

One word more before the mistress of the 
house dismissés us to go to dinner, and aft- 
erwards to the theater, where she 
will transform herself into the per- 
verse and sanguinary Tnéodora.

Then in the spring she 
leaves for another tour in America, so she 
could not reénter the house of Moliére be- 
tore a year. It would have been a sort of 
retreat for me,“ she said. A retreat! With 
that superb, furious lion’s face you show 
when you are angry, and which is so gracious 
and charming when everything goes as you 
desire! . 

She asked 1.500 francs a nth and four 
months of leave, two in the winter and two 
in the summer. They offered her 1,200, with 
three months’ leave, of which one only in the 
winter. She accepted the salary, but would 
not yield regarding the leuve of absence. 
She needed two months in the winter in or- 
der to give representations atSt. Petersburg, 
Constantinople, Vienna, and in Roumania.

“SFORZA,” A STORY OF MILAN, BY 
WILLIAM WALDORF ASTOR. 


— — 


A Tale That Treats of Valor and Adventure 


in Medieval Italy—Descriptions of Venice 
in Her Zenith of Power—The Chevalier 


Bayard at the Outset of His Romantic 


Career—Defects of the Work from ®& 
Critical Point of View—Representative 
Extracts. 

Many tons will doubtless take up 


“Sforza,” by Mr. William Waldorf Astor, 


through a curiosity to learn what kind of a 
novel would be written by a multi-million- 
aire. Others who have read the author's 
first work; Valentino,“ may be interested 
in observing bis progress in the avocation of 
a writer. Let it then be said at the outset 
that all classes of readers will find in Stor- 
za not a great historical novel like Kings- 
ley’s “‘Hypatia,” George Eliot’s Romola,“ 
Fiaubert’s * mmbo,” or Ebers’ Egyptian 
tales, but a page of medieval Italian 
life, slig blurred and slightly il- 
laminated, but on the whole some 
what stimulating to the imagination. 
Mr. Astor has not the story-teller's gift. He 
cannot conduct an action with directnéss nor 
concentrate interest in a character. But he 
has ascholar’s enthusiasm for the Italy of 
the renaissance, and he has studied the man- 
ners of that period untal he can reproduce 
them, not vividly, perhaps, but with minute 
details. Sforza“ deals with the same period 
as Valentino,“ only whereas the latter 
opened to the reader tne court of Alexander 
VI. at Rome, where the infamous Borgias 
were in power, the former invites the imag- 
ination to Milan when it was yet ruled by 
the great family of the Sforzas. 
THE FIRST SFORZA. 

Sforza is indeed a name which is linked 
with the splendor of Italian romance. The 
first who wore it, and, in fact, won it (for it 
was originally a nickname, and meant strong- 
headed) was Muzio A. Hendolo, a commoa 
feld laborer, who was bornin Tuscany about 
the middle o fourteenth century. Tra- 
dition says that a company of tree lances 
found him at workin his field, and invited 
him to join them. To decide whether he 
should do sd he threw his mattock 
into the branches of a tree. If 
it clun there he would be u 
soldier ; fr it fell ne would remain where he 
was. The branches heid the implement and 
the peasant who was to be the progenitor of 
a line of Princes took the sword. Italy was 
then and for many years afterward divided 
into little principalities that were eternally 
at war with each other, and employed mer- 
cenaries to attend to the business of fight- 
ing. Military adventurers from different 
parts of the world flocked to the fair 
and rich country, taking service 
now under ene Prince, now under another; 
but always ravaging, destroying. and gather 
ing spoils. The fat and greasy citizens, oc- 
cupied in making fortunes, could not bear 
the hardships of war. They were satistied 
to pay ransoms when they were taken prison- 
ers, and then return to their profitable 
trades. The Popes wore always involved in 
the wars that were going on, being interested 
in adding to theirdominions or in distribut- 
ing territories among their victorious cham- 

ions, 

a Several great Generals were developed 
among the few Italians who were fighters. 
Among these were the first Sforza, who died 
in harness, leaving a son that surpassed him 
in martial achievements, Francesco Sforza 
took service with Felippo Visconu, Duke of 
Milan. He won many victories, was honored 
by the Pope, who made him a Marchese and 


Gonfalonier of the Church, and took to wife | 


Bianca Maria, the daughter of the Duke. On 
the death of his master, the Visconti line be- 


| Ing extinct, he seized tne throue. He reigned 


with great glory, gave his subjects a consti- 
tution, patronized tne arts, and died in 1466 
at the age of 65. In a contracted sphere he 
was the Napoleon of bis time. 

Francesco left the ducny to his son Galeaz- 
zo Maria, who reigned trom 1466 to 1476. 
Then came Gion Galeazzo,a minor, whose 
uncle Ludovico usurped the duchy, reigning 
from 1479 to 1500. It is in the year 1499, when 
Louis XII. of France is about to pounce 
upon Milan, that Mr. Astor begins his story. 

is hero is Hermes Sforza, a nephew of the 
usurping Duke Ludovico. This young maa 
undertukes a dangerous mission to Venice to 
persuade that ravenous power to refrain 
from attacking Milan in the rear during the 
French invasion. 

A VIEW OF VENICE. 

Mr. Astor does not succeed in interesting 
the reader in this hero, or his adventures, 
but he describes scenes of interest through 
which young Sforza passes. Venice was 
then im its greatest development of genius 
and strength. “Its forces by land and sea 
were stili of the heroic fiber of past genera- 
tions, whos@ ultimate prowess seventy years 
later, was to smite the Turkish Armada at 
Lepant; its commerce had not yet suffered 
by the Portuguese discovery of the Cape route 
to the Indies; its government was the most 
concentrated, the best informed, and the 
most cruel of the midale ages.“ Following 
are a few of Mr. Astor’s descriptions of that 
ceremony which has often excited the imagi- 
nations of painters and poets, the marriage of 
the sea: 

On the broad expanse of water before them 
the sunlight laid ite radiant gleams, a reflex, 
thought Hermes, of that brilliant tracery with 
which Venice has written herincomparabie story 
upon the sea. In the foreground several vessels 
rode at anchor, while off the marble steps lay 
the Doge’s renowned galley, II Bucentoro, its 

ilded surface, the multitude of polished oars 
oldead against its sides, the costly draperies 
which shaded its decks, and the immense lan- 
terns and flags with which it was decorated giv- 
ing itan appearance in keeping with the mysti- 
cal grandeur of ceremony to which it was 
chiefly dedicated. . .. 

Already at this early hour it seemed a hive of 
beings. On the deck were gathered Senators 
and nobles. and Ambassadors of foreign States, 
and ladies of rank. Near the prow the Papal 
Nuncio conversed with half a dozen monsignori. 
A throng of musicians with the famous silver 
trumpets stood at the stern, while below deck 
could be heard the bustling and talking of the 
hundreds of slaves who were presently to pull at 
the oars. 

Then, amid the impressive silence that 
reigned over the assembled thousands, and with 
every face intent upon him the Primate of Ven- 
ice arose and stood at the prow between the 
banner of St. Mark and the white standard of 
the Sovereign Pontiff, and prayed. He asked 
that the ashes of St. Mark might be more 
and more honored, that the ene- 
mies of, Venice might be confounded, 
that the emblematic nuptials about to be per- 
formed might be typical of substantial and en- 
during prosperity. The prayer ended, and in 
piace of the robust person of the Primate there 
advanced a venerable man with snowy beard 
and thin sunken face and high brow, on his head 
the ducal beretta, and about him an embroid- 
ered garment that feil to his feet. And standing 
beneath the traditional erimsen umbrella, 
famous as the gilt of a Pope, he gazed upon the 
thousands of upturned faces, upon the brightly 
painted gondolas unh draperies and 
jeweled slaves, and n beyond 
upon his shining and beautiful bride, and in a 
half audible ‘voice he invoked tne blessing of 
heaven upon Venice, and with a gesture of lov- 
ing, reverent sslutation pronounced in Latin the 
words: “We wed thee, O sea, in token of 
true and everlasting sovereignty” —ang@ threw far 
forward the sanctified ring which sbould rivet 
these strange nuptials, and which fell sparkling 
with a slight splash into the water. 

Something too much of and“ in this for 
good style. As though” and and wnaich” 
are inelegancies that frequeatly mar Mr. 
Astor’s diction. He is not a master of En- 
glish. as may be perceived, and composition 
must be to him no easy task. 

THA SUNBEAM AND THE ROSE.” 

Further on, in the chapter on Venice, he 
tries his hand at poetry in the following, 
which purports to be a translation of an 
Italian song. Tha Sunbeam and the Rose,” 
sung by @ Venetian lover beneath his mis- 
tress’ window: 


Reclining low on a mossy bed through the sum- 
mer's dreamy repose, 

Blushing at noonday a deeper red, lay the luster 
of earth, a Rose: 

As fair as a hope of tomorrow, as sweet as a 
dream of today, 

She knew not the autumn of sorrow, nor the 
freezing touch of decay. 


A Sunbeam parting the leaves above stole softly 
through creeper and vine, 

And wispering words of burning love cried, 
Rose, darling Rose, thou art mine!“ 

But ending their fondest embraces, and quench- 

J ing tne thrill of delight, 

Fell a veil that dispels and effaces with the 

shadowy languors of night, 


As Man reverts to the brilliant past when the 
day we call Life is done, 

So as the Sunbeam faded at last, the Rose 
turned to the setting sun; 

And evening breeze idling near her caught a 
murmur it echoes yet, 

That was partly a sop of rapture and partly a 
sigh of regret. 

THE BRAVEST OF KNIGHTS. 

The reader is taken back to Milan, where 
Ludovico Sforza is preparing flignt.

Borgia’s life was consistently vicious, while Le 
Bayard’s only passion was a mystic liaison such 
as the morality of the sixteenth century con- 
doned. Atan early age he bad been fascinated 
by a famous beauty, Yolande Fruzasco, the 
young wife of a Count of Savoy; in the brief ac- 

usintanee of their first and only meetings 

ey loved—but their fault was ne 
more than a spiritual attachment. 
Le Bayard was wont to declare 
that there was nothing 80 ennobling as a disap- 
— amour, and, however this opinion may 

uve been improved ugon, it is certain that he 
remained constant through lifelong separation. 
Unt his death it was the habit of the lovers 
onee a year to send to one another some trifling 
remembrance, but they met no more. Only the 
memory of those youthful and ardént meetings 
remained to Le Bayard, to become transfigured 
in the aftergiow, and to be so cherished and ex- 
alted that, as he himself declared, it became the 
inspiration and treasure of his life. 

AN IMPORTANT CONCLUSION. 

When Ludovicoreturns after bis flight and 
18 @second time besie in Milan the ex- 
ploits of Le Bayard, fighting for the French 
King, are described, and, although merely in- 
cidental to the story, they shed a romantic 
light on its latter pages. o author follows 
the fortunes of Ludovico Sforza to the 

end that history relates. Taken 
prisoner he owas confined in a 
dark cell of the Castle of Loches, 
where he was held until death reieased him 
atthe end of ‘ten years. The cruel and in- 
terminable Italfan wars went on as well 
without him. Federigo, the reigning King 
of Naples, refused to give his daughter in 
marriage to the son of Pope Alexander VI.. 
and the Papal forces and the French were 
immediately directed against bim. 

Mr. Astor’s story might as well have 
ended at any other point as with 
the death of Ludovico. Of the younger 
Sforza, whom one supposes to be the hero, he 
tells nothing. But the companion of this 
youth, who figures in the story as a Spanish 
fencer, turns out to be a woman in disguise. 
This is the only element of dramatic surprise 
in the novel, and it is not effectively handled. 

“ Sforza’ will serve a useful purpose by 
directing the student to one of the most 
nicturesque and interesting periods in Italian 


‘history. In an artistic sense it cannot be 


considered a valuable addition to American 
fiction. It is consoling, however, to reflect 
that our millionaires might find worse em- 
ployment.than writing books. Novels are, 
at least, less harmful than trusts. (New 
York: Charles Scribner’s Sons.)

The barber complies, and in his hurry 
to give eatisfaction while the customer reads, 
steps into a cuspidor and succeeds in elip- 
ping off enough of the auburn locks to make 
a pin-cushion, There is a scene and explaua- 
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tions, but to no avail, for the barber loses one 
of his best customers. 

The fiend who is always turning around 
suddenly to see wno cemesin, or who is in- 
cessantly talking, comes next in the list of 
freaks to the barbershop. He gets 
his nose, his cheek, or an ear 
clipped with a razor for his pains, and leaves 
in a rage, heaping epithets of an uncompli- 
mentary nature upon the poor barber, who 
murmurs not until the stingy «nd exacting 
man comes.

The Present Woman Better than Her 
Predecessor—Her Forward Steps in Bq. 


ucation—Is She Less a Woman Becausgs 5 ; 
She Is More a Citizen?—Do Young Men 


Break Dowa from Study Sooner than 
Girls ?—Woman’s Clubs as Marks of 
Her Advancement—Julia Ward Howe's 
Opinion. 

As these questions have been sta.ed for 
me to treat of, the most difficult clause stands 
rst in order. 

A moral advance is not so easily made sure 
of as is one in education, or in physical con- 


dition. The deep things of the heart do not 


float on the surface of the community. It is 
not easy to say at any time how muchof the 
vice of the worid escapes detection, nor how 


much of its virtue fails of recognition. Ye, 
to a certain extent, the tree may be knowqg 
by its fruits. We may infer a higher moral 


condition trom a better social state. 


When I remember the world as I knew it, : 


forty or even fifty years ago, and compare 
these recollections with what I see today, the 
moral advance made by society appears ty 
me unmistakabie, and in this advance women 
have been not only participators but active 
agents. Tais is not to say that there were 
not many good women in the time of which 


I speak, nor that there are not many dad 


ones now. But the position of women has 
essentially changed since that time. 

In this country, of which we can speak 
with the greatest certainty, the whole ideal 
of womanhood has been lifted bodily ang 
placed upon a secure elevation. How should 
it be otherwise where freedom has given 
woman room to grow and expand to her full 
stature, and where the cruel gyves of servile 
superstition have been stricken from her jn. 
teilectual faculties? 

No creature can be noble that is f 
into an apologetic position. The first sinner 
who stole the forbidden fruit, and led the 
man to taste it. Whocan tell how severely 
this ancient mythus may have reacted upon 
the position of woman! Not the Hebrew 
Scriptures alone, but otners of the Oriental 
religions threw the burden of the worid’s 
evil upon womankind. Philosophers of our 
own day who have become eaamored of these 


ancient faiths have endeavored in their way 


to set forth this mean and ungenerous doc 
trine, and to maintain with the followers of 
Buddha that the evil principle, throughout 
creation, is the female. From the Buddhistig 

int of view this doctrine has indeed its 
fo ical justification. 

k, as this assumes, existence is an evil, 
then the great part which women bear in the 
production of life is primarily an evil. Has 
notour Christianity put all these cobwebs 
to flight, with its wholesome showing of the 
absolute value of human life? Even tue 
genius of Schopenhauer will not efface the 
sacred image of the Mother and her babe, ta 
have in its place the Dootiess presence of an 
infinite nothing. 

HER EDUCATIONAL ADVANCEMENT. 


The question of woman’s educational ad- 
vance might almost appear superfluous in a 
day in which the ancient no longer 
cross the outward path of the women whe 
would know something.

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OPERA AT THE AUDITORIUM, 


Preparations for Keceiving Patti Almost 
Complete—General Musical Gossip. 

Numerous requests for seats for the Italian 
opera season at the Auditorium are coming 
in from out-of-town places every day—a clear 
indication of the widespread interest which 
has been Created by the approaching event. 
It is evident that there will be an extraor- 
dinary demand for choice seats by our own 
citizens, and the auction sale at Central 
Musio-Hall on the evening of Nov. 22 will no 
doubt be the scene of some lively bidding, 
Franklin H. Head and John B. Runnelis, 
assisted by several other prominent ciuzens, 
will officiate as aucuoneers on tne occasion, 
The saie of boxes and seats for the season 
will begin at the Auditorium box office on 
Congress street Monday morning, Nov. W. at 
9 o'clock. Single seats will be disposed of at 
tae same place Dec. 3 and thereafter. 

The répertoire for the season of sixteen 
nights and four matinées (exclusive of the 
dedication) will comprise fifteen operas, and 
it is arranged that Patti, Tamagno, and 
Albaui—eitber one or two of them—will ap- 
pearat every performance. The order of the 
operas selected for the season will be an- 
nounced in a few days. So far it is only de- 
cided to open with Gounod’s Romeo and 
2 with Patti and Ravelli in the title 
roles. 

There will be no operas Wednesday or Sat- 
urday evenings except Wednesdud of we 
first week, Details for the program on the 
dedication night are taking shape. Presi- 
deut Harrison is expected to attend, and will 
probably remain in the city during a. great 
part of the opera season. Gen. Alger, Com- 
mander of the G. A. R.; Gov. Fifer, Gov. 
Hoard of Wisconsin, the Canadian Mir ister 
of War, the Speaker of the Canadian House 
of Parliament, and the Hon. John S. Ciark- 
son and wife have accepted invitatuons to be 
present. As aiready announced Mme. Patti 
willsing Home, Sweet Home at the dedi- 


‘ catory ceremonies. Nothing could be more 


fituupg than the presence of this incompara- 
bie artiste oa such an occasion. 

Work on the stage is being pushed with 
unremitting vigor. The scenery, which bas 
been painted in Vienna, has ali arrived, and 
many of the drops have been set in piace. 
Nine large cases of apparatus for produc- 
ing every variety of stage effects 
were received from Dresden last week. 
Hugo Bahr, the maker of these materials, has 
supplied all the imperial overa-houses of 
Europe with his wonderful inventions, which 
comprise chemical compounds and electrical 
and other devices for production of lignt- 
ning, rain, thunder, and every other effect 
possible to be demanded for tne most elabo- 
rate presentation of operatic or spectacular 
entertainment. Fritz Kautsky, the famous 
stage builder, arrived from Vienna last week, 
and will remain until after the opening to 
superintend the final work on the stage. 

The hvdraulic macbirery, which is now un- 
dergoing tests under his supervision, 
perforns its functions to perfection. All ine 
heavy and most d-fiicult work in me Audi- 
torium is about accomplished, and nothing 
remains but to put the final touches to the 
decorations. The seats are now being placed 
in the gallery and balconies. Next week 
those of the parquet and parquet cir¢le will 
be ready; then will come tue laying of car- 
pets and banging of araperies. Later on the 
costly furnishing of ine boxes, foyers, and 
recephon rooms will be done, and everything 
will then be complete for the opening. 

Tne cost of singie seats will rarge from 81 
to $3.50. Boxes (seating five) for season, 
$500, and seats for season, from $20 to $00. 
At no former occasion—with the exception 
of the festival at the Exposiuon some years 
ago—have prices tor seats dufing a Patti 
season been so low. This, taking into con- 
sideration the fact that this superb company 
was organized primarily to open the Audi- 
toriuza; should be sufficient incentive to 
every citizen to assist in making the ap- 
proaching season an unqualified success.

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A Bit of null for a Pocketpiece. 
Thomas Sheridan, No. 61 Kinzie street: Yes, 

I carry a piece of my skull in my pocketbook. It 
is not with the idea that it will pass for currency 
of the realm, but rather to remind me how near 
a man may get to grim old death and yet make 
his escape. How do 1 happen to have it!? Well, 
a little over two years ago I was a sailor on the 
schooner A. C. King, and one day while in dock 
at the foot of Market street the mate and my- 


self were making fast the sheet ropes, when a 


heavy truss feil from the foreyards and caught 
me squarely onthe head. I didn’t see 
the truss tall, nor can I swear 
that it hit me, but that is what I was told when I 
recovered consciousness some weeks later. 
When the accident befell me I was taken to tne 
Marine Hospftal, where the surgeons found they 
would have to remove a large portion of the 
skull in order to give measbow of life. They 
took out a piece seven inches long and from one- 
half to an inch in width. They filied in the hole 
with silver, and here I am telling about it and 
exhibiting a piece of my Own skull. You . 
is over an eighth of an inch in thickn 
and about the sizeof a dime. Sometimes I feel 
a little dizzy while walking along the streets, 
but us arule lam not much troubled, Iam al- 
together unfitted for the occupation of a sailor, 
however, and will have to spend the balance of 
my life oa land. The hardship in my case is that 
the Marine Hospital authorities refuse to treat 
me any longer, claiming that I have not followed 
the seasince September, 1887, although I had 
paid 40 cents per month to the hospital fund for 
over twenty years. Iam 49 years old, and fort- 
unately have no family. I have a suit for $10,000 
against the owners of the schooner, but the law- 
yers succeed in getting the case postponed every 
time it is called. They evidently think I will not 
live long, and hope to beat me by ihe scheme 
that eventually beats us all. 


The Craze for Brass Ped«teads. 

Mr. Maloney, salesman: You would be sur- 
prised to know the extent of the craze in Chicago 
for bras« bedsteads. When we first introduced 
them there was a prejudice against them, the 
good housewives urging as an objection that ex- 
tra servants would have to be employed to keep 
the bedsteads burnished. This objection, how- 
ever, had nothing in it. A brass bedstead re- 
quires no more attention than is bestowed upon 
any nice piece of furniture. There are only turee 
manufactories in the United States. One is here 
in Chicago and two are in New York. The one 
in Chicago was a failure. at the start, and if I re- 
member correctiy came near going to the-wall. I 
believe it revived when it removed to Puilman, 
and now it is doing its share of business, 
The brass bedstead, as you are proba- 
bly aware, is English, Many are. discarding 
their old bedsteads for brass ones, while those 
who are furnishing houses anew or for the first 
time purchase the brass bedsteads. They are 
not as expensive as you might imagine. You 
can get a handsome one for from 800 to $75, and 
that’s what you would pay for a well-finished 
wooden bedstead, 


Running to Knglish, 

A Fashion Reporter: My business takes me 
among the best people, and that is why you 
mustu't use my name. Lou may have 
noticed that my articles, if you have 
ever read them, contuin a dash of reck- 
lessness here and there. You know 
how the English, I mean the best class of peo- 
ple, throw those expressions of abanodon in 
their conversation. They are the spice of chat 
when not used too frequently and when pat. 
Some people cali these expressions slang. But 
they are not. Professional people talk in the 
manner I have spoken about, and now the so- 
ciety people are adopting it.

Why Has Chicago No Orchestra? 

A prominent patron of music: Immediately 
after a visit by the Theodore Thomas orchestra 
itis usual for local musicians to rise and. pro- 
pound the query: Why has Chicago no orches- 
tra of her own?” There are a dozen aspiring 
leaders in the city, each of whom would crave no 
happier lot than an engagement to play an aerial 
symphony with a baton while fifty or sixty musi- 
cians sit before him and do ali the hard work. 
There are scores of musicians in Chicago, play- 
ers capable of assuming the business manage- 
ment of all instruments, from the gentie and 
persuasive piccolo to the dignified and sedate 
adult violin. That these instrumentalists are 
the equals of the minions of Thomas in musi- 
cianly prowess no one knows better than that 
eminent disciple of Wagner himself; for when 
Mr. Thomas comes here for his summer con- 
certs he only brings about half his men and re- 
lies upon Chicago to supply the rest of them. 

Despite this agglomerution of talent, however, 
there is no Chicago orchestra. The attempts to 
organize under directors of locai celebrity have 
been fraught with disaster. SomeboW a sym- 
phony which reaches the most exalted altitudes 
of sublimity whep played by the Thomas orches- 
tra becomes a thing to be regarded with good- 
natured apathy when all, instead of half, the mu- 
siciags are Chicagoans, and when a local 
musician is shak:ng the stick instead of the 
agitation of that article being left to Mr. Thomas. 
Attempts to form “philharmonic § societies,”’ 
“ symphony,societies,” and kindred associations 
have been made by Adoiph Liesegang. Adolph 
Rosenbecker, Edward Heimandanl, the veteran 
Hans Balatka, and several others; but the re- 
suit has always been the same; society would 
not lend the light of its countenance, could not 
separate Liszt, Beethoven, and Wagner from 
the bala spot on the cranium of Thomas. 

Thus it is that Chicago goes to bed every night 
of its lite and no doubt sleeps souncly, uncon- 
scious of the danger lurking in the. negiect ot a 
city to provide an orchestra of its own. 
notable fact that Theodore Thomas is not only 
the one man who has made orchestral music 
pay its way in Chicago, but heis also the only 
man who has made an orchestra self-supporting 
in any American city. One hears a deal of talk 
regarding Boston’s Symphony Orchestra; but, 
as a matter of fact, that organization is a private 
charity. II is nota self-supporting institution, 
but adonation made by Mr. Higginson to the 
city. Yet there are many good Bostonians who 
look a gift orchestra in the mouth—so to speak— 
and quarrel with Mr, Higginson for engaging a 
German musician to come overto America and 
lead his orchestra. 

One way in which an orchestra can be estab- 
lished in Chicago 1s the adoption of Boston tac- 
tics, making the enterprise dependent upon the 
benevolence of some public spirited citizen. 
Perhaps we have in our midst @ wealthy patron 
of the arts, like Mr. Higginson of Boston, ‘There 
is Mr. B. P. Hutehinson, for instance, a man 
equally well known for his bank account, his 
culture, and his devotion to esthetic pursuits. 
Mr. Hutchinson is not only fond of music, but he 
is gifted ‘with musical talents of an unusual 
order. He is said to play on a music-box as well 
as a professional virtuoso, while his voice, as 
heard in the wheat-pit, is a fenore robusto of pen- 
etrating timore. Or there is Mr. Fair- 
bank, who is a musical enthusiast and 
is never absent from concert or operas~ 
of the best class. Mr. P. D. Armour, Mr. Mar- 
shall Field, Mr. George M. Pullman, or any one 
ofascore who might be named might easily 
emulate Mr. Higginson of Boston and found the 
orchestra of which Chicago stands in need. 

At present there are no orchestral concerts 
given in the city excepting when the peregrina- 
tions of Thomas bring him in this direction, so 
the local talent is was ting its energies in play- 
ing entr’acte music at the theaters. Exceptions 
might be made of the concerts given at Turner 
Hall by Mr. Rosenbecker, but, while the music 
is good at these affairs, the obiigato of Pilsener 
and pretzels is too strong to make them a potent 
factor in our esthetic development as a city.

The Barye Monument Exhibition, which 
opened in New York yesterday, stimulates the 
public interest in an artist whom two continents 
delight to honor, in whose name the most re- 
markabie collection of French masterpieces ever 
shown to the American public is gathered to- 
gether from many private galleries, Most of the 
contributors reside in the East, though Mr. 
Potter Palmer loans his superb Delacroix, 
‘* Giaour and Pacha.“ Mr. W. T. Walters of Bal- 
timore makes the largest contribution, his list, 
as hitherto specified, comprising important ex- 
amples of all the artists represented. George L 
Seney, Alfred Corning Clark, Charles A. Dana, 
Jay Gould, Wiliam Rockefeller, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, and others yield some of the most 
precious treasures of their collections. Quincy 
A. Shaw of Boston contributes five Millets. 
Frederick L. Ames, also of Boston, sends eight 
importent pictures. John G. Johnson of Phila- 
delphia shows Dupré's Great Oak,“ Decamps’ 
“ Bivouac at Waterloo.” and other famous can- 
vuses. Henry Gaves of Orange, N. J., William 
F. Slater of Norwich, G. C. Lyall of Brooklyn, 
and W. C. Van Horn of Montreal are among the 
other owners; and lastly the American Art Asso- 
ciation, which shows “The Angelus.” 

The Vanderbilt collection is conspicuous for 
its absence, and thus Millet’s admirers are com- 
pelled to relinquish their hope of comparing 
three pictures which are probably the greatest 
he ever painted, certainly the best examples of 
his work which have ever crossed the water— 
“The Angelus,” “The Sower.“ and 
“The Sheepfold by Moonlignt.” Tue first 
and the last are before them for criticism, but 
the sublime figure of “The Sower,” with the 
roythmic sweep of its action, its magnificent ex- 
pression of the triumphant majesty of toil, of the 
eternal alliance of man with nature, is not per- 
mitted to join its fellows, Millet, however, is 
represented by a larger number of canvases 
than avy of his contemporaries, by works, more- 
over, which are famous the world over, though 
not more representative of the genius that con- 
ceived them than several canvuses by Corot, 
Rousseau, Delacroix, and the others. 

Eleven important works from Delacroix make 
a strong showing ina country which has just 
begun to appreciate his splendid strength. In 
certaia respects the most gifted of all the men of 
1830, his work has proved the most difficult 
to understand, and it is only within 
the last few vesrs that American col- 
lectors have manifested a strong desire for his 
pictures, It is probable that in the presence of a 
dozen of his greatest works our people and critics 
will awake to a new enthusiasm over his tremend- 
ous and impassioned power. As Corot was a lyric 
poet, giving us songs in color, so Delacroix was 
a dramatic poet, interpreting passion and action 
in the color language. whose resources of 
mystery and terror and wrath no one understooa 
so Weil as he. 

In the ‘Martyrdom of St. Sebastian,” Corot 
sings a hymn of praise, all the elements of hor- 
rorand pain fading away from the scene of death 
and leaving a high religious serenity and peace. 
He gives us the reward of martyrdom, the unut- 
terable bliss which crowns love and fuith and 
holiness even in the last agony. The very 
leaves of the trees are bushed in 
reverence, and the winged angels hovering 
among them are filled with a tranquil ecstasy of 
joy. All nature and all spirits divine and hu- 
man accept and bless the sacritice, If Delacroix 
had painted the same subject we should have 
had the protest of God ana man and the ele- 
meuts against a monstrous and appalling crime. 
Terror would have been the keynote of emotion 
instead of peace, and we should have known in 
finite Wrath instead of infinite rapture. Such is 
the drama of his “ Crucifixion.”

But what of Barye, in whose honor these 
great pictures are now gathered together? One- 
third of the entire proceeds of the exhibition 
will be applied to the erection of his 
monument in Paris, a memorial which 
will : atone hittle for the lack of 
the great monuments which he might have de- 
signed for his native city f his fellow-citizens 
had given him the opportunity. 

Antoine Louis Barye was born in Paris in 1796. 
His father came from Lyons to the Capital, es 
tablished himself as a silversmith, and married 
Mlle. Ciarapéde, who lived to enjoy her son's 
success. As a child he was left to himself a good 
deal and he used to cut out paper animals which 
his parents considered good enough to preserve. 
Through the negiect or indifference of his people 
he never went to college, though as soon as his 
mind awakened to the vaiue of learning he 
studied diligently to atone for the early loss, be- 
coming highty proficient in the natural sciences 
and in history and arch@ology, and an expert in 
the anatomy of men and animals, As a child he 
entered the shop of an eagraver, from which, in 
1812, he was conscripted for the Napoleonic wars 
atatime when the meshesof the military net 
were close and even boys could notescape, With 
the fall of the great Emperor he returned to his 
burin. 

But a demon of discontent possessed him, and 
a young sculptor of hi§ acquaintance spurred 
him on to a higher career. Fired by a new am- 
bition, he entered the studies of the finical mod- 
eier Bosio and the academic painter Gros. But 
the spirit of revolution was already in the air. 
Barye and Bosio were irreconcilabie artistic en- 
tities; the pupil could not accept the master’s 
rules. Nature spoke to the youth more power- 
fully than tue narrow formalism of the period, 
and he must needs go on in his own way. Gros 
influenced bim more, and it was by his severe 
training under this master that he gained that 
accuracy of drawing, that swiftness and sureness 
of line, which distinguished his work through 
life. Training which he could use for the devel- 
opment and strengthening of his individuality he 
accepted, but that which would have destroyed 
it he rejected. He knew when the duty of sub- 
mission ended and that of rebellion began. 

The fight was a long one, however. From 18290 
to 1824 he competed in vain at the Beaux Arts for 
u prize in statuary, at last abandoning forever 
that road to distinction in his chosen career, and 
accepting goldsmith's work as a bread-winner. 
But he never slighted his work. In designing 
miniature animals in gold he studied his models 
as carefully as though he were executing the 
lions of the Tuileries, and he studied anatomy 
with all the ardor of a surgeon. It was always 
his opinion that tbe artist who knows nothing 
but art becomes a mere machine, losing all 
spontaneity and inspiration; and he was enough 
a child of our age to believe that the world must 
look to science to quicken and develop the imag- 
ination and unfold the new dominions it must 
conquer. 

At the exposition of 1831 two bronzes by Barye 
first attracted favorable notice, and at the Salon 
of 1833 he followed up this success by a triumph. 
The critics recognized him at last as a wonderful 
interpreter of animals, and one or two of them 
went into ecstasies over his sympathy and truth. 

* What shall be said.“ wrote one, “of the lit- 
tle dramas he makes them play, dramas so sim- 
ple yet so deep in effect?’ What death of a 
buman being in this Salon stire the soul more 
than the death of bis little gazelle? What face 
could express more horror and fear than this 
lion crushing the serpent? Who has not 
seen in the Jardin des Plantes two little 
bears tumble each other over with the same 
horrible grace as the bears of M. Barye? To 
such a man artis far more than culture—it is 
the joy-of bis whole life. With gifts so rare, 
with such facility, such skill, such mind, such 
sentiment, with the whoie world to explore, 
such an artist should be happy. It he is not, 
then genius is a lie, and we, the public, are mere 
barbarians.”’ 

Unquestionably happy, especially when the 
Government soon after had his great hon cast in 
bronze and placed in the Tuileries. there to put 
to shame the fat round lions of Plantard with 
their wiggy beads and protruding eyes. Un- 
questionably happy, although the orders for 
colossal works were raré, and talent and in- 
dustry could only avail to make “paper- 
weights” and table ornaments. With the 
modesty of true genius he did not scorn the lit- 
tle things, DUt wrought them faithfully, cnow- 
ing that art doesnot measure her treasures by 
inches, For the table of tne Duke of Orleans he 
designed five bronze hunting groups which the 
delighted Prince desired him to exhibit at the 
exposition. When Barye refused to offer them. 
declaring that they would not be accepted be- 
cause they transgressed the rules of academic 
sculpture, the Duke offered them himself; and 
when they were refused angrily demanded the 
intervention of the King. 

“What can I do?” said Louis Philippe; “I 
have created a jury; I cannot force them to ac- 
cept masterpieces.” 

The juries objected to “this inroad of beasts 
into sculpture.” 

He did not devote all his energies to the mi- 
nute, however. His colossal Lion in Repose” 
guards the entrance to the Tuileries, and a 
reproduction of it challenges the awe and 
reverence of all who wander through 
Mount Vernon place in Baltimore. Reproduc- 
tions of the great allegorical groups of War, 
Peace, Order, and Force stand also in this park 
through’ the generosity of Mr. Waiters. It is 
through this same appreciative agency also that 
the Corcoran Art Gallery owns over 100 of his 
bronzes, the collection which it has now loaned 
to New York. 
this for me.“ said tne great sculptor when he re- 
ceived this order from far-away Washington. 

Barye was one of the great sculptors, pro- 
foundly great because profoundly simple; dis- 
Gaining nothing as too small for art, fearing 
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“My own country has not done. 


the sculpturesque, and by his repose 
power. Much modern sculpture, even of the 
dest, seems a forced development, alien to the 
artistic feeling of the age. Barye’s work con- 
veys no hint of this. In its presence one feels 
convinced that every art may renew its youth, 
that tne great days may always come again. 

He lived until 1875, and died not unappreciated, 
not unconscious of the high esteem in which the

J. J. Rupert nas returned to Chicago and 
opened a studio in the Honoré Building, where 
he shows some charming lanascapes, in which 
the tender greens of early spring are the favorite 
theme. A more ambitious effort is a large paint 
ingot “Glaucus and Nyaia,” which shows a 
strong feeling for color and some admirable 
painting of textures. The atmospheric effect of 
the glaring scene of destruction ‘is also 
cleverly imagined. In the two central figures 
certain weuknesses of drawing and sentiment are 
manifest, but the upper part of the blind girl's 
figure is cleverly handled, ana the artist sustains 
admirably the whites of her drapery, contrasting 
delicately with the soft palior of her skin. The 
figure of Glaucus is less successful, and the ter- 
rible intensity of this hour of ruin and death is 
scarcely indicated. Yet tne pictare has so many 
Strong points thatthe artist should be encour- 
aged to develop his imagiautive vein. Further 
effort might take him to subjects more purely 
pictorial and less literary in their character, for 
each of the arts has its own province. 


The Cost of Feeding a Boy. 

Itis worth something to know what it costs to 
feed a boy fairly weil. Dr ring the investigations 
made by the Aecord af the operations of the 
Squeers Syndicate Orpnan Schools it was shown 
that, taking their own somewhat doubtful fig- 
ures, the cost was about four cents a weal But 
the syndicate orphans were not well fea. 

Dr. McKinnon, the Superintendent of the 
Mimico Industrial Scheol in Canada, has fur- 
nished the /oroato ail with an interesting state 
ment on the subject. There are 108 boys in the 
School, who are kept in good bodily health, and 
whose subsistence is bought in a wholesale way 
that would somewhat cheapen the cost as com- 
pured with ordinary household expenditures. 
The boys have all they wish to eat; and the Su- 
Derinteudent's accounts, not being complicated 
by expenses for sustenance for other persons, 
furnis® valuable data not otherwise readily ob- 
tainable.

But she never went back to the 
tribe any more. 

* Indian lodges were good enough houses—better . 
than any smoky cabin. I've seen them made big 
enough to bold a couple of places like this. They 
made them by planting poles around in s circle 
and bringing their ends together in the center, 
leaving only 2 hole for the smoke to go out. 
Then they wound mats arvund outside and hung 
down a mat for the door. The floor was spread 
with deerskins. You lay on your deerskin with 
your feet to the fire. An Indian would t up all 
night and let you sleep on his deerskin. | 

„At this point in the talk the old man sfailes the

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were tame Sat- 
urday,and the course of prices ranged from 
easier to weak.

St. Louis telegraphs that three mills there 
will close down the coming week for want of 
business, byt to this a Minneapolis man replies 
that St. Louis millers must be chumps if they 
cannot get business enough now.“ The mills 
round the Falls of St. Anthony are said to have 
sold 60,000 bris, and to be running on full time, 
but that and the other fact of a good demand at 
other pointsis hinted,by some to be dueto the 
promise of an advance in rail rates a Week hence, 
which makes buyers anxious to operate at pres- 
ent figures. 

The clearances of wheat and flour for last 
week are reported to have been about equal to 
2,600,000 bu wheat, against 2,130,000 for the week 
next preceding, and 2,080,000 for the correspond- 
ing week last year. The movement for the com- 
ing week is expected to show a much larger in- 
crease, and some say they expect shipments 
from Atlantic ports will be active most of the 
winter, because of the scarcity in the home sup- 
ply of Europe, which is only just beginning to be 
acknowledged there.

ay has caused a good many people on Change 
to dismiss their fears that a corner in December 
wheat will be run by the gentleman named; and 
the May premium is widening in consequence, as 
the fear alluded to was about the only thing that 
for several weeks has made the difference much 
less than the cost of carrying.
